Calls Tibet ‘Internal Affair’

Chinese demonstrations in the Tibetan capital Lhasa are 
“an internal affair’ and there is no need for foreign 
countries to express concern, China’s Foreign Ministry 
said here Thursday 


“What happened in Lhasa 1s an internal affair of China 
and it was absolutely justified to stop law-breaking acts 
and maintain law and order,’ ministry spokesman Wu 
Jianmin said 


Earlier, China's official XINHUA News Agency had 
described the disturbances as “illegal” and caused by 
“trouble-makers.” 


Wu told his weekly press conference that concerns 
expressed by foreign countries over the protests in Lhasa 
on Monday [24 May] and Tuesday, which were quelled 
with tear gas, were unacceptable. “Public order in Lhasa 
has come back to normal and therefore the concerns by 
foreign countries over this are not necessary,” he said. 


Britain and the United States had both expressed con- 
cern over events in Lhasa and demanded more informa- 
tion from the Chinese Government on the demonstra- 
tions, the worst in Lhasa since 1989, when officials 
responded by imposing martial law 


Wu said “a few foreigners participated” in Monday's 
demonstrations. “Public security personne! examined 
(their) documents and gave them a warning and asked 
them to leave the spot,” he added. 


The trouble began Monday when several thousand 
Tibetans gathered 1n the centre of Lhasa to voice their 
anger at increases in rent and food prices, but the action 
degenerated into a protest against Chinese rule in the 
region. The next day, several hundred Tibetans were 
arrested before being dispersed by police with tear gas. 
[sentence as published] As many as 4,000 people report- 
edly took part in the protests. 
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Citing “non-contirmed information,” the Tibetan gov- 
ernment in exile, headed by the Dalai Lama, said from 
its base in northern India that three Tibetans had been 
killed during the disturbances and several others 
arrested. Chinese officials would not confirm the charge 
and gave no figures on casualties or arrests. The events 
were not reported until] Wednesday night’s XINHUA

Therefore, | don't hold that you 
should try to link the different questions.

Jianmin insists a few foreigners found participating in 
the demonstrations had their papers inspected and then 
sent away, and China is absolutely justified to stop 
law-breaking acts and maintain public order, indirectly 
admitting there was unrest in Lhasa.

Li Peng ‘Still Recuperating’

[Text] Beiing, May 27 (AFP)}—Chinese Premier Li 
Peng, off work for five weeks because of ill health, is still 
recuperating, Foreign Ministry spokesman Wu Jianmin 
said Thursday 


“Li Peng is still in an ongoing process of recovering,” Wu 
told a regular weekly news conference, urging journalists 
not to “speculate” on the state of his health. 
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But he refused to answer several questions seeking more 
details on the illness of the 65-year-old Li, who is 
officially said to be suffering from a “bad cold.” 


There has been no other official information on his 
condition, where he is receiving medical care or on 
whether or not he will be able to resume his official 
duties. 


However, several Hong Kong newspapers have quoted 
Chinese sources as saying that the premier underwent 
surgery after a heart attack. According to rumors circu- 
lating in Beijing diplomatic circles, Li also suffered a 
stroke. 


First Vice Premier Zhu Rongyji, a protege of patriarch 
Deng Xiaoping, has taken over Li's duties in his absence. 


Li's prolonged absence has also lent credence to rumors 
that a political malady has overtaken any health prob- 
lems Li may be suffering, analysts say. 


The disappearance from public view of Li—extremely 
unpopular with China's democrats and intellectuals 
since he ordered the bloody crackdown on pro- 
democracy demonstrators in Tiananmen Square in June 
1989—could benefit the government as the fourth anni- 
versary of the crackdown approaches. 


However, there is no evidence to suggest that Li 1s in 
disgrace. 


On Deaths in Cambodia

[Text] Being, May 27 (AFP}—China said Thursday it 
expected more details from the U.N. Transitional 
Authority in Cambodia (UNTAC) on the deaths last 
week of two Chinese peacekeepers, who the world body 
says were killed by the Khmer Rouge near Phnom Penh. 


“We have taken note of the U.N. preliminary report” but 
are awaiting further details, Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Wu Jianmin said. 


The two peacekeepers, part of an engineering unit, were 
killed May 22 when grenades were thrown at their 
quarters. It had also been bombarded on May 5. 


China has officially taken its distance [as received] from 
the Khmer Rouge after years of support. The signing of 
the Cambodian peace accord in October 1991 set out a 
peace process which called for the UNTAC-monitored 
elections, which began on Sunday [23 May] and end 
Friday. 


Wu, at his weekly press conference, sidestepped a ques- 
tion on the Cambodian Embassy here, which is con- 
trolled by the Khmer Rouge. “fhe existing Embassy of 
Cambodia is the diplomatic mission of the Supreme 
National Council (SNC),” Wu said, referring to the body 
which groups members of Cambodia's various factions 
to represent the country’s sovereignty and is headed by 
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Prince Ncrodom Sihanouk. “The composition of its staff 
is an internal affair of the SNC.” 


No ‘Massive Arms Purchases’

policy. Ranking China as the world’s third economic 
power, however, obviously overrates its level of eco- 
nomic achievement. 


Wu Jianmin said that the method for calculating the

throughout the world. Furthermore, China 1s a devel- 
oping country with a vast territory, huge population. low 
per-capita gross national product, and very uneven eco- 
nomic development among its different regions 
Decades of effort are needed before China can catch up 
with moderately developed countries 


A reporter asked whether China would take advantage of 
State Council Vice Premier Qian Qichen’s visit to Japan 
to further clarify its position on arms purchases. Wu 
Jianmin replied: China is happy to exchange views with 
other countnes on security in the Asian-Pacific region. 
China has a very low national defense budget and cannot 
make massive arms purchases. It 1s universally recog- 
nized that China does not constitute a threat to any 
country.

Clinton has until June 3 to announce 
his decision on China's MFN renewal. For countnes 
with planned economies, renewal of their MFN status 
must be reviewed annually 


According to U.S. Administration sources, renewal of 
China’s MFN status, which allows it to benefit from 
preferential tanffs on its exports, will be subject to 
conditions on human nghts, trade and arms sales from 
next year. This year however no conditions will be 
attached, according to the sources. China had a trade 
surplus of 17 billion dollars with the United States last 
year.

Wu maue the statement when commenting on the Hong 
Kong Legislative Council's move of endorsing the 
Boundary and Election Commission Bill yesterday. 


“The Chinese side is surprised that the British Hong 
Kong authorities has gone so far as to submit the 
boundary and election commission bill to the Legislative 
Council for adoption at a time when the Chinese and 
British sides are holding talks on the arrangemehts for 
the 1994/1995 elections in Hong Kong on the basis of the 
Sino-British Joint Declaration, the principle of conver- 
gance with the Basic Law, the arrangements and under- 
standings reached between the two sides,” Wu said. 


He pointed out that without pror consultation and 
consensus between the Chinese and British sides, no 
legislation on matters concerning 1994/1995 election 
arrangements should be adopted and implemented uni- 
laterally by the British side. 
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He stressed that the British side should abide by the 
agreements and understanding reached between the two 
sides instead of creating new obstacles to the on-going 
Sino-British talks

We stand for peaceful 
reunification of the motherland and the concept of “one 
country, two systems.”’ This 1s the best way to deal with 
China's reunification issue. In accordance with such a 
method, Hong Kong and Macao will return to the 
motherland smoothly. On the basis of the principle of 
“one country, two systems,” we will also gradually 
achieve reunification with the return of Taiwan to the 
motherland We hold that the key to the reunification of 
Taiwan aad the mainland lies in the two sides’ readiness 
to sit down to talk as early as possible. We hope the 
Taiwan authorities will also show their sincerity in this 
resect. 


Discusses Economic Development

[Text] Beijing, May 27 (XINHUA}—Chinese Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Wu Jianmin said here today that it 
needs several decades of efforts before China can catch 
up with the average level of developed countries in the 
world. 


The spokesman made the remarks when asked to com- 
ment on the saying that China has already become the 
third largest economic power in the world, coming only 
next to the United States and Japan, according to the 
purchasing power parity calculating method. 


Though there has been considerable development of 
China's economy since the adoption of reform and 
opening to the outside world, it is an overestimation of 
China's economic strength to list China as the third 
largest economic power in the world, Wu said. 


He added that purchasing oc wer parity itself is a contro- 
versial method of calculation in the world, let alone the 
fact that China is a developing country with a vast 
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territory and a large population, and economic develop- 
ment is uneven in different regions. 


China's per capita GNP 1s still very low. “Therefore, it 
needs several decades of efforts before the country can 
catch up with the average level of developed countnes in 
the world,” Wu concluded. 


DPRK, U.S. To Hold ‘High-Level’ Talks

[Text] Pyongyang, May 26 (XINHUA}—The Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea (DPRK) and the 
Unnted States are to hold high-level talks on the nuclear 
issue in New York on June 2, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman announced here today. 


Quoted by the offical KOREAN CENTRAL NEWS 
AGENCY (KCNA), the official said the the two sides 
would discuss “matters of common concern, including 
the nuclear problem.” 


The agreement for the meeting was reached after several 
working talks at counsellor level in Beying and New 
York. This is the second occasion for high-level talks 
between the DPRK and the United States since the 
Washington meeting in January 1992. 


The DPRK announced on March 12 that it would quit 
the nuclear non-proliferation treaty because of what it 
called U_S.-instigated pressure to inspect facilities which 
have been suspected by the International Atomic Energy 
Agency of hiding weapons-grade nuclear materials. The 
withdrawal 1s to take effect on June 12. 


U.S. officials have said that if the DPRK fails to settle 
the issue before June | 2, the United Nations is likely to 
make a second resolution to call for economic sanctions 
against Pyongyang. 


KCNA said DPRK's delegation to the talks would be 
headed by First Vice-Foreign Minister Kang Sok-su, 
while the U.S. side would be led by Robert Galluci, 
assistant secretary of state for political and military 
matters.

Engineering Firms Establish Overseas Markets

increased profits from undertaking international engi- 
neering projects by 125 percent in 1992 over the pre- 
vious year, as local engineering companies extended 
their business abroad. 


The companies saw the most rapid expansion of overseas 
business last vear since they entered the international 
market in 1990. The government-owned companies 
boast the best equipment and the most advanced eng)- 
neering technology in the country. 


The engineering companies earned 110 million U.S. 
dollars in international business last year, 2.25 times the 
figure for 1991. In the year, they signed 390 million U.S. 
dollars worth of overseas construction contracts. 


This year, the Beijing Civil Engineering Group 1s bidding 
for the construction of the subway in Teheran in Iran. If 
the company 1s granite? the bid in June, it will be the 
largest whole-set equipment export and engineering 
project that a Chinese company has ever uncertaken in 
years. 


Now, the companies have about 3,000 personne! 
working in the former Soviet Union, South Africa. 
Japan, countries and regions in Southeast Asia, and 
island countries in the Pacific Ocean. 


The companies are run by the city government and 
employ about one million workers. In the past decade. 
the companies focused almost all their means and forces 
on construction projects in this capital city of 10 million. 
They have built a number of well-known landmarks in 
the country, including the memorial of Chairman Mao, 
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the central building of the China Central TV station and 
the Beying Asian Games village and arenas. 


Since 1990, the local companies dispatched the best of 
their construction teams to undertake engineering 
projects abroad. The construction teams have won inter- 
national fam> for the companies. 


They have built a 100,000-square-meter garden in Japan 
and are building a bigger one in Spain. The city’s civil 
engineering group is building a dozen projects in 
Malaysia, including the development of a whole block of 
office builaings and apartments on a 250,000- 
square-meter lot of land.

LS. Orchestra Adds “New Movement’ to Amity

accidental, but the repertoire of the American Philadel- 
pha orchestra, currently on its second tour of China, 1s 
truly symbolic un thal it seems to imply a continuous 
process of exploration and discovery between the East 
and the West 


Twenty years ago, the orchestra opened the door of 
Sino-L’S. cultural exchanges as the first “Amencan 
orchestral ambassador” to China. On its current, five- 
day visit, the orchestra staged two gala concerts, one in 
Beijing. and the other in Shanghai 


This week's concerts began with Franz Schubert's Eighth 
or “Unfinished” Symphony in B Minor, which consists 
of only two movements, and ended with Antonin 
Dvorak’s highly dramatic “New World.” If what was 
initiated two decades ago can be called a prelude, then 
the Philadelphia orchestra's latest tour has undoubtedly 
added a new movement to the score of fnendship 
between Chinese and Amencan musicians and music 
lovers 


The tour has been hailed as a milestone on the path of 
cultural exchanges for residents, artists in particular, of 
both nations. As Chinese Minister of Culture Liu 
Zhongde put it, the messages from Chinese President 
Jiang Zemin and his Amencan counterpart Bil! Clinton 
“fully reflected the sincere wish” of both peoples to 
enhance mutual understanding and friendship 


Among the 8,000-strong audience for the orchestra's 
premiere performance on Monday evening were Presi- 
dent Jiang Zemin and other party and state leaders, 
along wrh many leading personalities in Chinese arts 
circies. Also present was an especially appreciative lis- 
tener, a worker who 1s suffering from an advanced state 
of cancer. The afflicted worker's factory managed to 
obtain tickets for the music-lover with help from the 
China Performing Arts Agency. “We were quite moved 
by their sincerity and squeezed out two tickets, which 
were very, very scarce,” an agency official said. 


Lesley Valdes, a classical music critic fron; THE PHIL- 
ADELPHIA INQUIRER who has been traveling with 
the orchestra on its Asia tour, said that the group's 
performances in China received attention not only here, 
but also in Philadelphia. “It's an honor” for the 
orchestra to perform in Beying’s Great Hall of the 
Peopic, Valdes said. The orchestra's president, Joseph 
Kiuger, said that a videotape of the concert will be shown 
in Philadelphia. 
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For renowned Chinese conductor Li Delun, the visit 
resolved something that has been weighing on his mind 
for the past 20 vears. When the orchestra first visited 
China in 1973, conductor Eugene Ormandy f roposed 
that a well-known piece of traditional Chinese music, 
depicting the moon reflected in a fountain, be included 
in the orchestra’s repertoire. Unfortunately. this weil- 
meaning wish was turned down. This time, however, Li 
presented a score of the piece, together with relevant 
background material, to concer master Norman Carol, 
who also toured China 20 years ago. The score was 
autographed by composer Wu Zuqiang. who adapted 1 
for a string orchestra 


The piece was plaved at a chamber music concert in 
Beying by the visiting Amencan musicians this week 


On Monday afternoon, another Amerncan musician 
obtained similar music sheets when exchanging teaching 
and performing expenences with professors and students 
from the Beying-based Central Conservatory of Music 
Hu Bingyu, a trombone professor, presented the scores 
of three Chinese pieces to Glenn Dodson, a visiting 
American trombone player. after the music was played 
by Chinese students. Dodson promised to mai! back a 
tape of the music performed by the Philadelphia 
orchestra. 


On the same afternoon, Norman Carol listened to two 
teenage violinists playing Mendelssohn's Concerto in E 
Minor and Sarasate’s Carmen Fantasy. “Fantastic.” 
Carol exclaimed, and added that he had not expected to 
meet “such young and talented” violin students here. If 
music can really join the whole world, “these two prom- 
ising young violinists are truly the hope of the future.” 
Carol added. 


Expanding on this global mission of music, the orches- 
tra’s music director and conductor Wolfgang Sawallisch 
explained: “It's a great satisfaction” for musicians “to 
build bridges between peoples of the world.” Sawallisch 
said he was “very proud” to perform for the music- 
loving Chinese peoplc. 


The Philadelphia orchestra should not wait another 20 
years before embarking on a third concert tour of China, 
the maestro said. 


The orchestra's vice-president, Cathy Barbash, in inter- 
preting the significance of this second visit, drew a 
metaphor from the orchestra's reportoire: The “Unfin- 
ished” Symphony signifies a continuous expansion of 
friendship between the American and Chinese peoples. 
If that is true, does the “New World” indicate that the 
musicians and people of the two countries will, as they 
did 20 years ago, go on discovering a new world of art 
exchanges and fnendship”

The theme of Clinton's current strategy 1s quite different 
from that of his previous endeavors. Previously, Clinton 
placed his primary stress on future investment, job 
creation, and intensified personne! training, while listing 
financial deficit reduction as a secondary objective in his 
economic plan. To cater to the public and some Demo- 
cratic congressmen, Clinton has now made financial! 
deficit reduction the primary objective of his economic 


plan. 


The above-mentioned, high-visibility activities are being 
undertaken afte: Clinton's near-term economic stimulus 
plan essentially failed, and after a drop in Clinton's 
public support. According to U_S. press reports, in early 
May, Clinton and his senior advisers reviewed and 
summarized his work since taking office. They con- 
cluded that overeagerne<s for quick results, a desire to do 
too many things at one time, and the absence of a 
well-focused agenda were the biggest mistakes in his 
previous work.

[Text] In February 1972, former U S. President Richard 
Nixon visited China upon invitation. Nixon, Chairman 
Mao Zedong. and Premier Zhou Enlai, with the foresight 
and boldness of outstanding statesmen, opened the doors 
between China and the United States—doors which had 
been closed for many years—and began the new era of 
Sino-US. relations. To efficient!) promote and restore 
U.S.-China trade. some people with vision in the United 
States set up the National Counci! for U.S.-China Trade 
in June 1973 with the support of the U.S. Government. 
Time flies—the council will soon mark its 20th founding 
anniversary. 


In January 1979. before the normalization of Sino-US. 
diplomatic relations, the China Council for the Promo- 
tion of Internatio! Trade and the National Council for 
U.S.-China Trade served as the major showcases and 
channels for nongovernmental economic exchanges end 
trade with the support of the two governments. They 
constantly exchanged views on issues of developing 
bilateral trade, organized reciprocal visits of entrepre- 
neurs from various trades and professions as well as 
delegations from economic and trade circles, ran exhibi- 
tions for either side, augmented mutual understanding 
between the two countnes, and played a historic role in 
promoting the restoration and starting of Sino-US. 
economic and trade relations. 


Tarough the efforts of the two sides, the trade volume of 
the two countnes reached $2.4 billion by early 1979, 
when S:no-U.S. diplomatic rclations were normalized. 
We are happy to see that tremendous development has 
been made in Sino-U.S. economic relations and trade 
today: According to Chinese statistics, the volume of 
bilateral trade reached $17.5 billion last year, and the 
negotiated volume of direct investment by US. firms 
was worth a total of $7.847 billion, with §.269 projects of 
investment. With the exception of Hong Kong, Macao, 
and Taiwan, the United States ranks first in foreign 
investment in China. Sino-L.S. economic and techno- 
logical cooperation has developed in many areas, 
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including aviation, electronics, power, car manufac- 
turing, building materials, coal, mining, medicine, and 
maritime oil surveying and exploitation. 


Apart from the voluminous work prior to the normaliza- 
tion of Sino-U.S. diplomatic relations, in the 20 years 
since its founding, the National Council for U.S.-China 
Trade has made great efforts to push for rapid develop- 
ment in bilateral economic and trade relations, to sup- 
port the unconditional extension of China's MFN status, 
and to settle problems that surface in economic and 
trade relations between the two countries. 


Reviewing this part of history, I would like to make a few 
points: First, the healthy development of Sino-U.S. eco- 
nomic and trade relations is the two countries’ common 
interest and is essential if they want to continue to 
develop their comprehensive relations. Second, the cur- 
rent level of Sino-U.S. economic and trade relations did 
not come easily; it is the fruit of China’s adherence to 
reform and its expansion of opening up as well as the 
fruit of the joint efforts of the two governments, people 
from industrial and commercial circles, and people from 
all sides who care for Sino-U.S. fnendship—this is why 
we should prize Sino-U.S. relations all the more. Third, 
despite the differences between China and the United 
States in social systems and ideologies, as long as we 
adhere to the principles set in the three joint communi- 
ques, which are based on the spirit of equality and 
mutual benefit and seeking common ground while 
reserving differences, Sino- U.S. relations will develop 
smoothly. 


Though great changes have taken place in the interna- 
tional system in recent years, extensive common inter- 
ests still exist between China and the United States. The 
fact of an ever strong momentum in the growth of 
Sino-U.S. economic and trade relations is proof of this 


point. 


China and the United States grant each other MFN 
trading status. This is an arrangement of equality and 
mutual benefit and falls in line with the basic interests of 
the people and industrial and commercial enterprises 
circles in the two countries. We firmly oppose the 
practice of adding any conditions to the extension of 
China’s MFN status. 


China is the greatest developing country in the world, 
while the United States is the greatest developed 
country. Should China and the United States augment 
their cooperation in the economic and trade arena, it will 
be possible to combine the advantages of the two sides 
satisfactorily; this way, each side may share the tremen- 
dous market of the other side and can augment its 
competitiveness through cooperation. It was inevitable 
that some problems and frictions would surface in bilat- 
eral economic and trade relations, and it is unlikely to be 
avoided in the future. The key lies in seeking appropriate 
solutions through negotiation and dialogues. 


Through the negotiations of the past two years, China 
and the United States have initialed three memoranda of 
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understanding: on the protection of intellectual property 
rights, on banning the export of prison labor products, 
and on market access. Some remaining problems can still 
be solved through dialogue on the basis of mutual 
understanding, mutual concession, and mutual benefits; 
this type of discussion complies with the basic interests 
of the two countnes. 


Today, when China is determined to build the socialist 
market economic structure and continue to implement 
reform and opening up, when China has achieved tre- 
mendous economic construction for 14 consecutive 
years, and when China has established and developed 
omnidirectional economic and trade relations in all 
regions in the world, the China Council for the Promo- 
tion of International Trade would like to further aug- 
ment cooperation with the National Council for U.S.- 
China Trade, to continue to push the fnendly ties of 
enterprise circles between the two countries, and to exert 
efforts to dispel all artificial obstacles to Sino-U.S.

[Text] Yu Chu-sok, senior reporter for HANGUK 
ILBO’s international affairs desk, is in China at the 
invitation of RENMIN RIBAO. On 24 May he inter- 
viewed Wu Dawei, deputy director of the PRC Foreign 
Ministry Department of Asian Affairs on the direction of 
ROK-PRC relations.

The interview, held in the Foreign Ministry the day 
before the visit by Qian Qichen, PRC vice premier and 
foreign minister, to the ROK, allowed us to review the 
Chinese policy toward the ROK with a high-ranking 
working-level official. Deputy Director Wu 1s accompa- 
nying Vice Premier Qian on his visit to the ROK. The 
gist of the interview follows: 


[Yu] What is the primary purpose of Foreign Minister 
Qian Qichen’s visit to the ROK at this ume? 


[Wu] Vice Premier and Foreign Minister Qian Qichen is 
visiting the ROK as a high-ranking official belonging to 
the highest-level leadership. This is the first visit of its 
kind since the establishment of ROK-PRC diplomatic 
relations. He is also the first high-ranking Chinese offi- 
cial to visit the ROK since President Kim Yong-sam 
took office as the new ROK president. Therefore, both 
China and the ROK attach great importance to his visit. 
We hope that PRC-ROK relations will develop even 
more because of his visit. 


[Yu] I believe that North Korea's nuclear issue will be 
discussed during Vice Premier Qian’s visit to the ROK. 
What is China's position on the North Korean nuclear 
issue? 


[Wu] China is opposed to nuclear proliferation. I would 
like to stress that we have no cooperative relations with 
North Korea in any form regarding nuclear develop- 
ment. We have not even cooperated with North Korea in 
the peaceful use of nuclear energy. China 1s currently 
playing a constructive role in resolving the North Korean 
nuclear issue and asking the nations concerned to settle 
the issue through dialogue and negotiations. During his 
upcoming visit to the ROK, Foreign Minister Qian will 
convey the Chinese position to the ROK Government. 
Dialogue has already begun or 1s being held between the 
United States and North Korea, between North Korea 
and the International Atomic Energy Agency [IAEA], 
and between North and South Korea. We hope that the 
talks will bring affirmative results. 


[Yu] Will you compare the relations between the two 
countries before and after the establishment of diplo- 
matic relations, and will you evaluate the changes, if 
any? 


[Wu] First, economic and trade relations developed 
rapidly. According to Chinese Government statistics, 
last year’s trade between the two countries reached $5 
billion, an 80 percent increase over the 1991 figure of 
$3.2 billion. | understand that ROK statistics show an 
even greater increase. In view of the fact that PRC-ROK 
trade is mutually supplementary, the current trade 
volume is insufficient. In other words, trade potential 
will be even greater in the future. 


It is not easy for the two countries, whose relations were 
severed for 40 years, to develop relations rapidly after 
the establishment of diplomatic relations. We should 
attribute the developments to ROK businessmen and to 
the people in both countries. 
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[Yu] Since the ROK and China established diplomatic 
relations, PRC-North Korean relations have cooled 
somewhat. Will you tell us the true nature of the rela- 
tions and your thoughts on the future of PRC-DPRK 
relations? 


[Wu] We think relations with North Korea are still good, 
and we will maintain and develop relations with North 
Korea based on the principle of peaceful coexistence. 


[Yu] Russia abolished the provisions on the military 
alliance in its treaty concluded with North Korea. Now 
that the Cold War has ended, is there any possibility that 
China will take a step similar to Russia's? 


[Wu] We support the reunification of the Korean penin- 
sula. We hope that both North and South Korea will 
achieve reunification through joint efforts. We support 
whatever is beneficial to stability and peace on the 
Korean peninsula, and we are opposed to whatever is 
unfavorable to them. We will approach all problems 
based on this position. 


[Yu] We are under the impression that since the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations, the development of 
ROK-PRC relations has been concentrated only on 
economics. In what other areas do you think cooperation 
should be strengthened? 


[Wu] You should not think that only trade and economic 
relations developed and other fields did not. Develop- 
ment of economic and trade relations between China 
and the ROK did not begin just last year, so relations in 
other fields will also develop after a certain amount of 
time. We hope for this also. All of the people in both 
countnes desire the development of PRC-ROK rela- 
tions. However, the failure to conclude a PRC-ROK 
aviation treaty means that there are still many things we 
have to do. 


[Yu] What is your impression of and comment on reform 
and changes that the ROK’s new government is pushing? 


[Wu] We are deeply impressed with President Kim 
Yong-sam's steps to eradicate corruption and irregulari- 
ties. Frankly speaking, China is also carrying out a 
similar campaign. Eradication of corruption has become 
a common task in many nations. We are also moved by 
President Kim Yong-sam’s advocacy of conservation 
and his diligence and frugality in the economic field.

[Text] Mexico City, May 26 (XINHUA)}—Guatemalan 
President Jorge Serrano Elias on Tuesday [25 May] 
dissolved the National Congress and the Supreme Court, 
suspended the Constitution and assumed full power in 
what is called his “‘self-coup.” 


The action came just after renewed conflicts with the 
National Guatamalan Revolutionary Union intensified 
the country’s profound economic, social and political 
crises. 
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The 49-year-old president took office on January 14, 
1991, to become the second civilian president in Guate- 
mala after several decades of military rule. 


Although the nation’s economy has improved so far in 
his two and a half years in office, poverty, inflation, 
illiteracy and unemployment still persist and two percent 
of the Guatamalan elite still controls 60 percent of the 
country’s wealth. 


According to Guatemala’s Monetary Board, the growth 
in the economy 1s expected to exceed 4.6 percent this 
year, 2.2 percentage points above the average increase 
last year in all Latin American countnes. 


The board said it plans to reduce inflation to 8 percent 
this year and increase international reserves to 622.6 
million U.S. dollars to consolidate a more flexible 
exchange rate between the Guatemalan quetzal and US. 
dollar. 


But the majority of the population has not benefited. 
Seventy percent of Guatemalans live in poverty, 45 
percent are illiterate and 40 percent are unemployed. 
The Guatemalan National Statistics Institute also 
reports that 60 percent of children under the age of 3 are 
suffering from malnutrition. 


The consequence, in the past few weeks, has been a series 
of protests over housing shortages, low wages, the priva- 
tization of basic services and corruption. The country’s 
analysts have described these demonstrations as “the 
beginning of a social outburst.” 


Students have been demonstrating to oppose the govern- 
ment’s economic policies and in one, a student was 
killed. In another, on May 18, 41 injuries and six arrests 
were reported. 


Guatemala’s civil war, which has gone on for more than 
30 years, has resulted in 175,000 deaths. Another 
100,000 have been driven from their homes, and 
250,000 children were orphaned. 


Although the Serrano government and the guerrillas of 
the National Guatemalan Revolutionary Union began 
negotiating an end to this conflict in 1991, they have so 
far failed to agree to a ceasefire agreement and an accord 
on human rights. 


Both sides accuse each other of inflexibility, and now the 
guerillas are reported to have renewed their attacks on 
army forces.

[German woman] The shooting came from a machine 
gun. I think the first time was about 7 o'clock. 


[Lin] The couple said they also heard monks praying 
throughout the night, where before only dogs barked. 
The couple said they could smell tear gas in the morning. 
They also saw foreigners being questioned by police and 
made to sign statements of confession.

Tourists Report Seeing Casualties

[Text] Chengdu, China, May 27 (AFP}—Life in the 
Tibetan capital, Lhasa, was said to be returning to 
norma! Thursday [27 May] after protests against Chinese 
rule earlier in the week. 


Western travelers arriving here by air from Tibet spoke 
of Army convoys leaving Lhasa, with only the Jokhang 
temple—Tibetan Buddhism’s holiest shrine—sealed off 
by the security forces. The temple dominates Barkhor 
Square, the heart of Lhasa’s old quarter, where police 
used tear gas to break up protests by as many as 4,000 
Tibetans on Monday and Tuesday. 


“Nothing seemed abnormal when we left, besides the 
temple being sealed off,” one European visitor said, 
adding that he had seen 30 truckloads of soldiers leaving 
westwards from Lhasa on Wednesday. In China, a truck 
normally accomodates 33 infantry men. About 30 such 
trucks may represent a battalion. 


Another European traveler said she saw several thousand 
Tibetans participating early Thursday in activities 
related to a traditional Tibetan holiday that has been 
under way for a fortnight. 
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Some 500 foreign tourists remained in Lhasa, she added. 
There was no immediate indication that they might be 
forced to leave, and travel agents in Chengdu—a major 
gateway to Tibet—were still offering bookings to Lhasa 
on Thursday. 


One traveller said reports about the unrest on BBC 
World Service television, received at Lhasa’s Holiday 
Inn hotel, were not censored. 


The extent of casualties from the unrest Monday and 
Tuesday remained unclear, but one traveller said he was 
told by security staff at his hotel that one soldier had died 
and five were missing. 


Eight foreigners were deported via Nepal for allegedly 
supporting the protests, the traveler said he had been 
told. 


The extent of Tibetan casualties, if any, was unclear. 


One tourist spoke of an eye of a young boy “popping 
out” when he was hit in the face by a tear gas shell, and 
added that a Japanese tourist claimed to have seen the 
bodies of three slain Tibetans near the Potala, the hilltop 
palace once occupied by Tibet's now-exiled spiritual 
leader, the Dalai: Lama.

{Lin} A prominent dissident of the Democracy-Wall Era 
at the turn of the last decade, Xu edited and printed the 
underground magazine, APRIL 5TH FORUM, in his 
Beijing home, advocating a multiparty political system 
and freedom of speech. He was sentenced in 1982 to 15 
years in jail, most of which was spent in solitary confine- 
ment in a 6-square-meter cell. Despite reports of 1!' 
treatment, Xu insists now he was not tortured nor 
beaten. 


[Xu] Their discipline forbade them to beat me. Right? 
With the concern of you people, did they have the guts to 
beat me up? No, they would not dare. I would have 
fought back if they had beaten me. 


{Lin} There was no sign of the 49-year-old Xu's reported 
weak health in jail as he gallantly carried up to his home 
eight boxes of books which had sustained him. He said 
he was not subjected to hard labor and exercised regu- 
larly, playing ping-pong and badminton—for which he 
won two championships in jail-house meets. Xu said he 
learned about the 1989 prodemocracy movement from 
television. But he refused to comment on politics, saying 
he'll have to first familiarize himself with the issues. He 
might go abroad later. 


[Xu] The world is, after all, a unified whole. It does not 
belong to any one nation. Everybody hopes to reside in 
his own country while making visits to other countries to 
gain some understanding of their strong points that 
might of use to his country. 
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[Lin] But his first task is personal: To return the ashes of 
his mother who died in 1988 to their home village in 
Anhui Province, scattering some of it in the Yangtze 
River to lay her spirit to rest. The official reason for Xu 
Wenl:’s early parole is that he abided by prison rules and 
regulations.

[Text] Democracy Wall activist Xu Wenli emerged from 
more than 12 years in solitary confinement yesterday 
unbowed and still maintaining his innocence. 
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The 49-year-old dissident editor and publisher, sen- 
tenced in 1981 to 15 years’ jail for plotting to establish a 
“counter-revolutionary clique,” was unrepentant, 
repeatedly stressing that he had done nothing wrong. 


“I certainly committed no crime. What I did, I did for 
my country,” he said. 


“There is a pop song now that is very well-liked by the 
masses and the youth. It is called “I'm Stull the Same Old 
Me.” I think that best expresses my meaning,” he said. 


Speaking outside his home hours after his release, Xu 
said he would consider rejoining the democracy move- 
ment in which he played such a prominent role in the 
late 1970's and early "80s but would first have to get to 
know China in the "90s before making any decision. 


“It would be irresponsible for me, as someone who has 
just been released from prison, to talk about politics right 
now,” he said. 


“I will think about (rejoining the movement) but only 
after I have had time to understand the situation a bit 
better.” 


A former soldier and electrician, Xu said he had not yet 
thought about his future. “I just want some time with my 
wife and family.” 


He did say, however, that he would consider going 
abroad if the opportunity arose. 


“I think everyone is interested in travelling abroad, in 
getting to know other countnes better. It’s a very natural 
thing,” he said. 


Asked about the timing of his release, some 12 hours 
before United States President Mr Bill Clinton was due 
to announce his decision on China's Most Favoured 
Nation (MFN) trading status, Xu said: “You'll have to 
ask them (the authorities.) It was nothing to do with 


He did confirm his release was unconditional and that he 
had been granted an early discharge because of good 
behaviour. 


Xu said he was only told of the decision to release him 
one hour before he was allowed out of the gates of Beijing 
No | Prison. 


“At first I did not believe it,” he said. “But, of course, 
I'm very happy to be out. I've just been released from 
prison and returned home, how could I not be happy?” 


His release was briefly reported in official media. 


The New China News Agency said Xu was released on 
parole by the Beijing Municipal Intermediate People's 
Court “on account of his performance while in prison 
and in accordance with related provisions of the criminal 
laws”. 
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Human mghts campaigner Mr John Kamm said he 
received a fax from mainiand authorities about Xu's 
release yesterday. 


Mr Kamm said the release was a “significant gesture”. 


“There are a lot of factors (for his release). It would be 
Maive to say there is no connection with that (the 
extension of MFN),” Mr Kamm said. 


“Chinese officials geserally want to have good relations 
with the US. But I would say it’s one-third with the US. 
and two-thirds with the (vid for the) 2000 Olympics.” 


Surrounded by reporters, photographers and curious 
neighbours, Xu went out of his way to thank those who 


had provided help and encouragement during his impris- 
onment. 


Looking remarkably healthy, Xu said he thought he had 
actually gained weight in prison. 

“I've always been this thin, before I was about 120 
pounds (54.4 kilograms), now I think I'm about | 25,” he 
said. 

Xu had lost several teeth and his hair had turned grey but 
he appeared in much better physical condition than 
portrayed in Western human rights reports. 

Beijing's “special prisoner No. |” was reluctant to criti- 
cise prison conditions, although he did confirm that his 
north-facing cell was only about three metres square. 


Before 1985, Xu said he had been allowed to write and 
paint but since then he had only been allowed to write 
one letter a month to his family. His wife, Ms Kang 
Tong, had been a tower of strength during his incarcer- 
ation, he said. 


Both Ms Kang, 46, and her 20-year-old daughter, Ms Xu 
Jing, were driven by public security officers to meet Xu 
at the prison and were taken straight home after signing 
him out. 


Ms Xu, who was seven when her father was arrested on 
the night of April 8, 1981, said she was “absolutely 
delighted” to see her father again. 


Meanwhile, Ms Hou Xiaotian, the wife of jailed dissi- 
dent Wang Juntao, said they planned to launch a hunger 
strike to fight for the right to seek medical treatment 
outside the Beijing No. 2 prison, where he is serving a 
13-year sentence for his role in the 1989 protests.

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Gu Jiagi Urges Changed Government Functions

[Text] Approved by the First Session of the Eighth 
National People’s Congress [NPC], the State Council's 
structural reform plan has been implemented. In the 
current structural reform, the change effected in govern- 
ment functions is one of the questions of the greatest 
mass concern. For this reason, this reporter interviewed 
Gu Jiagi, who is in charge of the Comprehensive Group 
of the Central Establishment Committee. 


A Change Effected in Government Functions Refers 
Mainly to Separating Functions of Government From 
Those of Enterprises 


Gu Jigi, who has been engaged in the study of govern- 
ment structural reform over the years, came straight to 
the point. He told this reporter: To establish a socialist 
market economy, it is necessary to reform the adminis- 
trative management system, which was established in the 
past to meet a product economy and a highly centralized 
planned economy. A change in government functions is 
the central link of this reform. 


Gu Jiaqi said that transformation of government func- 
tions referred to separating the functions of the govern- 
ment from those of enterprises, delegating powers to 
enterprises, allowing flexibility on minor issues, and 
strengthening macroscopic management. The main 
defects of the old system included the functions of 
government mixed with those of enterprises and enter- 
prises having no decisionmaking powers and vitality. 
The key to whether the functions of government can be 
separated from those of enterprises and whether enter- 
prises can obtain the decisionmaking powers for opera- 
tion lies in the government. Only when governments at 
all levels have delegated powers to enterprises, separated 
the functions of the government from those of enter- 
prises, and refrained from meddling in the production 
and operation of enterprises can we ensure the decision- 
making rights of enterprises and enable enterprises to 
genuinely become the main factor in market competition 
and legal entities which carry out independent operation, 
assume sole responsibility for their profits and losses, 
seek further development, and exercise restraint. 


In the course of structural reform, the separation of the 
functions of the government from those of enterprises 
refers to resolutely delegating powers to enterprises in 
light of the principle of separating ownership from the 
right of operation. The government at all levels should 
not meddle in functions which are to be performed by 
enterprises as stipulated in state laws and regulations. 
The problems of enterprises should be handled by enter- 
prises themselves. Administrative companies which per- 
form the functions of both the government and enter- 
prises are not allowed and companies may not perform 
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the functions of the government. It 1s necessary to 
strengthen the government's macroeconomic regulation 
and control over social economic activities, improve 
scientific macroscopic management systems and 
methods, and do a good job of economic forecasting, 
overall control, structural readjustment, and the distn- 
bution of productive forces. We should establish market 
standards, improve market order, nurture and develop 
the market, and create conditions and an environment 
for enterprises to carry out fair competition. 


To change functions, Gu Jiag: stressed, it is also neces- 
Sary to separate government functions of ownership of 
State assets from administrative management and to 
straighten out relations between the ownership and man- 
agement of enterprises. The old system turned public 
ownership into departmental and regional ownership, 
resulting in barners being erected between departments 
and regions. When enterprises have introduced the prop- 
erty mght mechanism, the tasks of government depari- 
ments responsible for state assets are to formulate poli- 
cies and regulations, give guidance and exercise 
supervision, carry out capital operation and manage- 
ment through investment and holding companies and 
organs involved in assets operation, regulate enterprise 
production and operation, and ensure the increase of the 
value of state assets. The administrative management 
functions of the government include overall planning, 
mastering policies, information guidance, organization 
and coordination, offering services and inspection, and 
economic activities catering to society as a whole. 


How To Effect a Change in Government Functions 


Gu Jiaqi said that structural reform plan is but the large 
framework. Government departments at all levels 
should consciously effect a change in their functions. He 
explained in detail the procedures for a change in gov- 
ernment functions. 


First, government departments should dissolve existing 
functions and matters. There are two methods for the 
dissolution of functions. One is from upper to the lower 
levels. The dissolution starts from the overall functions 
of the department and then continues to the bureaus, 
sections, and offices. The function of every unit and 
working personnel is made concrete and the functions of 
a department are dissolved into dozens and hundreds of 
specific tasks. The other one is from lower to upper 
levels. Dissolution starts from the offices and all working 
personnel. The operation of each specific project is 
recorded realistically. Then the dissolution continues in 
the sections and bureaus. Similarly, the functions of a 
department can be dissolved into dozens and hundreds 
of specific tasks. 


Second, functional analysis are based on the dissolution 
of functions. The result of functional analysis can be all 
kinds of disorganized tasks. Functional analysis pro- 
cesses properly arranges and determines the nature of the 
numerous specific tasks. We can do work in the fol- 
lowing two aspects. One 1s to classify the dissolved 
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functions, clearly distinguish between redundant func- 
tions among bureaus, sections, and offices, and to merge 
similar functions. The other is to determine the nature of 
dissolved functions. The functions which belong to 
enterprises and institutions should be withdrawn and the 
powers should be delegated. The administrative manage- 
ment functions of the government should be retained. Of 
government functions which are retained, those related 
{Oo macroscopic regulation and control should be 
enhanced and improved while those related to micro- 
scopic management should be weakened. The decision 
on retaining, enhancing, weakening, or withdrawing 
functions should be made in light of the progress of 
economic structural reform and relevant regulations. 


Third, specific measures for effecting a change in func- 
tions should be adopted in light of the results of func- 
tional! analysis. Because functional dissolution and anal- 
ysis are things merely written on paper, it is necessary to 
work out specific measures for effecting a change in 
functions. Regarding the powers that should be dele- 
gated. it is necessary to formulate specific regulations for 
deiegating the powers and to do so thoroughly. Govern- 
ment in all localities may not intercept powers in any 
disguised form. While strengthening macroscopic man- 
agement, if is necessary to transform management 
methods and to change microscopic management means 
of the examination and approval of projects, distribution 
of quotas, and issuance of mandatory orders into 
applying the management methods of planned guidance, 
‘ever regulation, policy guidance, and law and regulation 
supervision. Through nurturing and developing the 
market, we should let the market guide and regulate 
enterprise behavior. As regards administrative manage- 
ment functions which are to be retained and enhanced, it 
'S§ necessary to determine position and quantity; define 
the responsibility for each position from the ministry to 
departments, bureaus, and offices; determine the size of 
offices and staffs of departments and bureaus in light of 
the nature of their responsibilities and quantity of work; 
set the requirements for every post in light of the scope of 
responsibility; and lay down working system and stan- 
dard procedures. 


rt nsure Substantial Progress of a Change Effected in 


Functions 


The failure to grasp the central link of effecting a change 
in functions was the main reason for the poor results of 
structural reform in all previous occasions, Gu Jiaqi 
insisted. The success or failure of the current structural 
reform lies in the substantial progress made in effecting 
a change in government functions. Nevertheless, it is no 
easy job to establish a new structure and functions and to 
smash old ones. Ideological concepts and long- estab- 
lished habits of public servants cannot be changed over- 
night. They are used to how they exercised power and are 
not willing to give it up. They are not used to the new 
tasks and management. They do not even know what to 
do. From ideological concepts to practical work, they 
stubbornly stick to the traditional management ideas 
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and methods. For this reason, only by changing the 
concepts can we genuinely effect a change in functions. 


Based on effecting a change in concepts, Gu Jiqi stressed, 
we should make a functional dissolution and analysis of 
various departments in an organizational manner under 
proper leadership, determine the specific contents of 
functional change in light of the requirements of devel- 
oping a socialist market economy, delegate powers, 
rationally distribute functions, define the responsibilities 
and share out work, and straighten out the internal and 
external relations of all departments. Based on defining 
the specific contents of a functional change, it is neces- 
sary to lay down specific measures and relevant regula- 
tions for exercising management over major issues and 
allowing flexibility over minor ones and ensuring imple- 
mentation. 


Strengthening administrative supervision constitutes an 
important means for promoting reform of administra- 
tive management and particularly a change in functions. 
After determining the functions, offices, and size of staff, 
all departments should take this as an important element 
of administrative supervision, urge the administrative 
organs and personnel at all levels to implement the plan, 
and examine and correct the practices of the dereliction 
of duty and overstepping of authority. 


It is necessary to strengthen the legal system related to 
administrative management and promptly formulate 
Organizational laws for government departments at all 
levels following structural reform of government organs. 
On the one hand, it is necessary to codify the achieve- 
ments of structural reform and avoid repetition in the 
administrative structural reform, arbitrariness, and set- 
backs. On the other hand, it is necessary to codify the 
authority and responsibilities of administrative organs, 
Carry out administration according to the law, and accept 
supervision of the broad masses in connection with the 
implementation of the administrative procedural law.

[Text] An authoritative official from the Ministry of 
Personnel recently called for actually delegating per- 
sonnel management power to enterprises as soon as 
possible. 


The official said: The seven-point requirement con- 
cerning the personnel management powers enjoyed by 
enterprises as prescribed by the “Regulations on the 
Transformation of Operational Mechanisms in Indus- 
trial Enterprises Owned by the Whole People” should be 
completely put into practice as soon as possible. First, 
the enterprises should really be able to formulate and 
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implement their own rules and regulations for personne! 
management in accordance with the personnel policies 
and regulations laid down by the party and the state. 
Second, with the exception of some large and huge 
enterprises which are subject to other special regulations 
laid down by the state, all enterprises should have the 
power to appoint their executives up to the rank of 
deputy factory director and to appoint and manage their 
middle-level managerial! and technical personnel. Third, 
enterprises have the power to effectively set up profes- 
sional and technica! posts and have the night to decide 
positions and benefits for staff holding professional and 
technical titles according to the state’s unified assess- 
ment and procedures for conferring titles. Fourth, with 
the approval of the authorities concerned, enterprises 
can openly advertise for managerial and technical per- 
sonnel and can even hire such personnel trom areas 
outside the mainland. Fifth, enterprises have the power 
to assign other jobs to managerial and technical per- 
sonnel who are not appointed to or are relieved from 
their original posts. Sixth, enterprises have the power to 
determine the setup, adjustment, or disbandment of 
their internal institutions and to determine staffing 
structures. Seventh, they also enjoy other personnel 
management powers stipulated by the state.

State Councilor Appeals Over Shoddy Products

(Hong Po): “Selling Fake Products To Harm Peasants 
Should Never Be Allowed", from the “News and Press 
Review” program] 


[Text] Of tens of thousands of commodities, most are 
genuine producis, and only some are fake. However, 
those fake and shoddy commodities have continuously 
troubled consumers. Although the year-long national 
campaign to crack down on fake products has achieved 
good results in the cities, the glut of fake and shoddy 
products in rural markets 1s still worrying the people. 


In a northeastern county, 86 percent of the commodities 
sold at more than 100 privately operated stores in the 
county are fake and shoddy products. The Ministry of 
Agriculture inspected a market for spare parts for farm 
machinery in Hebei, and discovered that only 3.8 per- 
cent of those products met the required standards. In just 
the space of two months, fake-penicillin injections killed 
seven children. Without exception, these children 
resided in the countryside 


We must recognize that, compared with the cities, the 
level of consumption in rural areas 1s relatively low, and 
the peasants’ ability to distinguish between genuine and 
fake commodities and to protect themselves 1s also 
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relatively weak. Besides, the supervision and manage- 
ment system in rural areas is not sound. As a result, rural 
areas have become the main places where fake and 
shoddy commodities are sold without any restrictions. 
Following the state’s elimination of the system of 
monopolizing trading in agricultural means of produc- 
tion, products for agricultural use are now supplied 
through various channels. Fake and shoddy seeds, chem- 
ical fertilizers, and insecticides have thus entered peas- 
ants’ households, endangering agricultural production 
and infringing upon peasants’ interests. In Jiaxian 
County, Henan, the application of fake compound fer- 
tilizer has caused nearly | million yuan in economic 
losses to some 600 tobacco-growing peasant households. 
Peasants in Shandong’s Shanxian County were able to 
reap a bumper harvest of cotton despite the worst 
drought in 40 years, but they could not overcome the 
harm caused by shoddy pesticides. In Dongtai city, 
Jiangsu, 20,000 peasant households used pesticides 
which carried no trademarks, were produced without 
production licenses, and for which there were no certif- 
icates of qualification. As a result, 20,000 sheets on 
which autumn silkworms were raised were killed due to 
poisoning, and the peasants suffered direct economic 
losses of more than 10 million yuan. A silkworm farmer, 
unable to bear the shock, committed suicide by taking 
poison. 


Some people say that fake and shoddy commodities are 
more serious than natural disasters, because in a natural 
disaster people still can obtain support from various 
sides, whereas a bunch of people blinded by greed are 
involved in cases concerning the production and sale of 
fake and shoddy commodities. Certain departments and 
some leading personnel have shielded and encouraged 
people who produce or sell fake and shoddy products. 
They have even collaborated with units and individuals 
producing and selling fake and shoddy commodities in 
seeking common interests. As a result, the law cannot be 
enforced strictly, and it is not observed. It has become 
very difficult to implement measures to crack down on 
fake and shoddy commodities. 


The Dangshan County Seed Company in Anhui sold a 
large quantity of poor corn seeds to peasants, lowering 
the output of more than 50,000 mu of cornfields across 
the province by 6.5 million kg, and decreasing peasants’ 
incomes by more than 3.3 million yuan. The seed 
company refused to pay compensation, forcing the peas- 
ants to kill their pigs or sell their houses to obtain funds 
for lodging complaints against the company with higher 
authorities. They lodged more than 300 complaints over 
two years, but the cases have yet to be resolved fairly. A 
court official said that the cases are riddled with internal 
problems, that many things are confused, and that some 
people have exceeded their authority in applying the law. 
The victimized peasants cannot understand why they 
cannot even obtain minimum compensation after 
having suffered obvious losses. Fortunately, Anhui pro- 
vincial Vice Governor Zhang Runxia recently made 
written comments on a letter of complaint from the 
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peasants in Dangshan County, instructing concerned 
departments to solve the case in a fair manner as quickly 
as possible. 


The national office for cracking down on fake and 
shoddy products and relevant State Council ministries 
and commissions issued a joint circular before spring 
farming, calling on leading cadres at all levels and 
competent departments to break through the web of 
personal connections, to eliminate local protectionism, 
and to take strong measures to crack down on the 
production and sale of fake and shoddy products for 
agricultural production. We should never allow people to 
cheat or harm peasants. 


State Councilor Chen Junsheng also has made an appeal 
through reporters. He said: [Begin recording} Currently, 
fake and shoddy seeds, chemical fertilizers, pesticides, 
and other agricultural means of production have not 
only seriously infringed upon the interests of the broad 
masses of peasants, but have also endangered agricul- 
tural production which is the foundation of the national 
economy. This is a very sericus issue, and is the prime 
target of the national campaign to crack down on fake 
products. Repeated efforts to crack down on fake prod- 
ucts, however, have failed to halt the practice. The 
reasons for this situation may be summarized in the 
following two points: First, our laws are not sound, and 
we have failed to strictly enforce them and take resolute 
action. Second, there are inveterate problems concerning 
the management system. Therefore, we must deepen 
reform and strengthen management. Concerned depart- 
ments should work in a coordinated manner, using legal, 
administrative and economic means to solve the 
problem in a comprehensive manner, and to hit hard at 
illegal activities involving the production and sale of 
fake and shoddy seeds, chemical fertilizers, pesticides, 
and other agricultural means of production. [end

Official Views Efficacy of Institutional Reforms

[Text] Being, 26 May (ZHONGGUO TONGXUN 
SHE}—In a recent interview, a General Office of the 
State Commission for Restructuring Economy official 
said that people in political and economic circles should 
not pin too much hope on the government's institutional 
reforms; instead, they should pay more attention to the 
market-oriented development of the economic base. 


This official said: At present, market factors in the 
Chinese mainland are still imperfect. First, enterprise 
behavior is not correct as enterprises now only bear 
responsibility for their profits but bear no responsibility 
for their losses. In these circumstances, if the govern- 
ment only uses monetary and price levers to regulate 
enterprise operations, the results will not be as good as 
expected. Second, prices have not been cumpletely 
decontrolled. Third, the social security system has not 
been perfected. He said that the third point should be the 
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main issue to be solved by future reforms. Without a 
perfect social security system, enterprises will not be able 
to bear responsibility for their own profits and losses; 
neither can prices be totally decontrolled. 


This official also said: There are many vanables in the 
course of economic structural transformation. The 
means used by the central government to exercise indi- 
rect contro! over the economy and the market are still 
not effective enough. Therefore, the government should 
not give up necessary administrative controls as the 
government must effectively curb irregular market 
behavior and illicit competition and must coordinate 
production effectively in various fields. 


The official held that the ideal form of government 
institution, as part of the superstructure, should be based 
on a perfect market economy. However, this condition is 
not ready at the moment. 


Economist Argues for ‘True’ Market Economy

[Text] The socialist market economy we are going to 
practice 1s a modern market economy whose main body 
is enterprises and individual business operators [jing 
ying zhe ge ren 4842 3602 5074 0020 0086). It functions 
entirely in the context of the market, which is regulated 
and controlled by the state. It is not a completely 
laissez-faire economy; still less is it a quasi-market 
economy whose main body is the government or which is 
guided by the government. In view of China's actual 
situation, practicing a completely laissez-faire economy 
is almost out of the question, while the emergence of a 
quasi-market economy is not impossible. Therefore, we 
must be cool-headed and have a clear conception of what 
we are doing. 


Of course, there must be a gradual process from the 
planned econumy to the market economy and from a 
homogeneous planned economic system to the coexist- 
ence of the new and old systems and to the hoinogeneous 
market economic system. Reform is meant to complete 
this process. In 14 years of reform, we have already gone 
through more than half of this process, and the future 
road will be much tougher. Because the complete nega- 
tion of the planned economic system and the establish- 
ment of a new socialist market economic system involve 
the question of redistributing rights and interests, it 1s 
necessary to conscientiously carry out reform at deep 
level and consider it a revolution. 


Why is it possible for China to develop into a quasi- 
market economy rather than a real market economy? 


First, due to the influence of several decades of the 
planned economic system, both the cadres and the 
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masses are accustomed to administrative orders, which 
have even become a fixed norm for some people. It 
seems that all economic activities can only be directly 
commanded by the government. Now that we are prac- 
ticing a market economy, enterprises and individual 
business operators will become the main body of interest 
and of the market—and they will have to make their own 
decisions on all activities. For some people, this is what 
they are not used to and 1s unthinkable. Why have we not 
been able to succeed in the separation of the functions of 
the government from those of the enterprise, which we 
have called for for many years? Why is it that, when we 
are experimenting with the joint stock system, many 
places still use the same management method for joint 
stock companies as for enterprises owned by the people, 
whereby their chairmen, directors, and general managers 
are appointed by the personnel department, but share- 
holders are deprived of their rights? Why is it that, up to 
the present time, leaders of the collective enterprise are 
still appointed and dismissed by its supervisory depart- 
ment rather than being elected and discharged by the 
enterprise's staff and workers? Why do so many com- 
rades think it inconceivable that an enterprise could be 
an independent commodity producer and operator and 
should not have a supervisory department over 1t—that 
it should become an entity without a supervisory depart- 
ment in the future? 


Second, judging from people's ideas about the market 
economy, people have developed a better understanding 
of it through learning since the !4th CPC National 
Congress. Those who were originally opposed to China’s 
practice of the market economy are no longer opposed to 
it, or at least we do not see them publicly publishing 
Statements against the market economy. Those who 
originally did not favor the market economy and who 
harbored misgivings about it now favor the market 
economy. The number of people favoring and sup- 
porting the market economy has suddenly increased, 
thus greatly quickening the pace of reform and opening 
up. This is a very good trend, as it shows that the spirit 
of the 14th CPC National Congress 1s taking root in the 
hearts of the people and is becoming practice. But do 
people have entirely the same idea and understanding of 
the socialist market economy? Is it true that everyone 
really is in favor of China practicing the market 
economy? Or should we even say that—because 
everyone 1s saying that China should practice the market 
economy—that they have the same idea of what the 
market economy 1s like? This will not be so and is not so, 
as past practice and reality have shown. 


We clearly recall that, for some time after the CPC 
approved the “Decision Regarding Economic Restruc- 
turing” in 1984 to confirm that the socialist market was 
a planned commodity economy, it seemed that no one 
was outwardly opposed to the commodity economy any 
longer, but they had very different ideas and understand- 
ings of it. Comrades favoring the commodity economy 
from the start maintained that the planned commodity 
economy should be based on the commodity economy, 
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while those who were onginally opposed to it held that 
the planned commodity economy should be based on 
planning. After 1989, some people even said that the 
socialist economy was in effect the planned economy 
with a commodity nature. Some published articles to 
cnticize viewpoints that put a high value on the com- 
modity economy, saying that the extinction of the com- 
modity economy, as Karl Marx had predicted. was 
becoming a reality. 


Now that the 14th CPC National Congress confirmed 
that China will practice the market economy, people 
will—of course—no longer publicly oppose this type of 
economy. But it 1s very normal and not strange at all that 
people have different ideas and understanding of 11. 


We will give two examples here. 


First, in recent months, some people have suddenly and 
fully affirmed the pattern under which “the state regu- 
lates the market and the market guides the enterpnses.” 
They argue that the market economy should use this 
mode of operation. I hold a different view on this issue. 
1 think that, when the 13th CPC National Congress 
proposed this pattern five years ago, it represented great 
progress at that time, because 11 gave prominence to the 
role of the market. Since the 14th CPC National Con- 
gress, however, this pattern no longer works. Because, 
under the pattern of “the state regulating the market and 
the market guiding the enterprises,” the state 1s still the 
initiator, Organizer, and decisionmaker for economic 
operations and is the main body, while enterpnises can 
only be passive executors and regulated entities and are 
not the main body of the market. Moreover, under this 
pattern, there is Only one-way state regulation of the 
market and enterprises rather than two-way regulation of 
the state by the market and enterprnses. Under a true 
market economy, state regulation must be built on the 
foundation of the market economy, and state regulation 
should be adaptive regulation. 


Second, to some people's surprise, some comrades who 
were onginally opposed to the market economy now feel 
interested in the relationship between planning and the 
market and are beginning to advocate that the market be 
integrated with planning. They originally stressed that 
the planned economy should be the primary element and 
eloquently argued that planning and the market could 
not be on the same footing. What does this mean? I guess 
they still want to retain some room for the planned 
economy. I think that discussion on the relationship 
between planning and the market should have been 
settled with the 14th CPC National Congress, which 
confirmed that we will practice the socialist market 
economy. As a system, the socialist market economy 1s a 
total negation of the previous planned economy. The two 
are no longer integrated; one has replaced the other. 
Although the future socialist market economy does not 
rule out state regulation and government management, 
we are not saying that we need no planning, but rather 
that it can only be based on the market economy. 
Therefore, it is no longer integration in the general sense. 
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Third, some comrades are still maintaining that China's 
market economy should be guided by the government. | 
think this question can be discussed. A government- 
guided market economy will probably retain some prac- 
tices of the previous planned economy, mainly the 
method of using administrative orders to allocate 
resources, affecting the role of the market and restricting 
the formation of the main body of the market. 


I think that, if this question does not draw attention, 
according to the understandings and views of some 
comrades mentioned above, it will be very possible for 
China to develop a quasi-market economy, rather than a 
true market economy. 


A true market economy differs from a quasi-market 
economy primarily in the following three points: 


First, in a true market economy, the operation of the 
entire social economy 1s based on the market and takes it 
as the foundation. State regulation proceeds on the basis 
of market economic operations. To separate the func- 
tions of the government from those of an enterpnse, the 
object to be regulated and controlled by the state is a 
matter of macroeconomic economic relationships, not 
direct administrative interference in activities. Whereas, 
in the quasi-market economy, although the scope of 
market regulation 1s already very large and enterprises 
are to a very large extent geared to the needs of the 
market, the state often interferes with enterprises’ activ- 
ities, external environments, and internal mechanisms. 
making it impossible for them to completely gear them- 
selves to the needs of the market. 


Second, in a true market economy, enterpnses and 
individual business runners are the main body of the 
market. They have complete operating mghts and can 
start competition on an equal footing. whereas the gov- 
ernment is only the monitor, manager, and servant, 
rather than a commander and initiator. In the quasi- 
market economy, enterprses and individual business 
operators already have considerable self-operating nghts 
and launch competition within a certain scope, but the 
government is still the initiator, organizer, decision- 
maker, and commander of the entire social economy and 
is the leading force of social economy. 


Third, a true market economy totally negates the pre- 
vious planned economy, while the quasi-market 
economy primarily uses state regulation and control and 
retains a considerable proportion of the planned eco- 
nomic system. 


Proceeding from improving efficiency, rationally allo- 
cating resources, and invigorating the entire social 
economy, I think that China can only take the path of the 
true market economy and must guard against becoming 
a quasi-market economy. 


In the process of reforming the economy to a real market 
economy, the government has a broad role and function. 
Because we are primarily a country with a very backward 
commodity economy and what we are practicing 1s the 
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commodity economy, we are stil] at a primary stage and 
at a low level in many areas. Moreover, the original 
planned economic system has taken root. Therefore, we 
must make great efforts to develop into a real market 
economic system. However. the function and role of the 
government during the process of reform will be dif- 
ferent from its function and role after a real market 
economic system has been established. or at a ime when 
the market economy is already operating. In the process 
of establishing the market economy, the function of the 
government is like helping a child learn to walk. It must 
not only create the proper environment and conditions 
but must also hold the child’s hand and teach him how to 
walk. But, when the child can walk on his own, the 
teacher no longer has to help him but must let him do 
things independently and must never do things for him. 


As long as we wake up the market, which has long been 
dormant, and as long as we have a main body of 
thousands of enterprises that have learned how to swim, 
China’s economic development wil! be inestimable, and 
China will surely be able to develop a new path with the 
socialist market economy. 


Economist Urges Financial System Reform

[Text] A prominent Chinese economist has called for 
reform of the country’s financial system to halt runaway 
inflation, which has sparked Chinese leaders’ fears of 
renewed social unrest. 


Professor Li Yining, economist at Beying University. 
attacked the standard investment and banking systems 
for failing to keep up with the development of the 
economy and standing in the way of market reform 


Latest statistics indicate that the cost of living in 35 
major cities rose 17 percent in the year to April, the 
largest figure acknowledged by the government since 
1988. 


This month, the central bank, the People’s Bank of 
China, announced an increase in interest rates for sav- 
ings and bank loans to bring down inflation, a move 
criticised by economists as too little, too late 


“Although fine-tuning policies might have some impact 
in containing inflation, its effectiveness is limited,” said 
Professor Li. 


The well-known economist 1s also a deputy to the par- 
liament, the National People’s Congress, and is the 
convenor of the legislature's working group on the coun- 
try’s first securities law. 


But he said that the current problem in the economy was 
different from that of 1988, when inflation hit 20.7 
percent. Soaring prices then resulted in widespread 
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social unrest and the outbreak of student demonstrations 
in Beijing the following year, which led to the 
Tiananmen Square massacre and the downfall of the 
then secretary of the Chinese Communist party, Zhao 
Ziyang. “The current situation is different. It is not as 
bad as people outside China might imagine,” said Pro- 
fessor Li. “There 1s not going to be big trouble this year.” 


However, Professor Li warned that without fundamental 
reform of the financial system, inflation would emerge 
from ume to time during the country’s economic devel- 
opment. 


He said the usual investment and banking methods were 
standing in the way of the country’s transition from a 
planned economy to a market economy. 


State-owned enterprises, many of which are losing 
money year after year, should change the way they spend 
money, he said. 


“Without the corresponding reform within enterprises, 
making them responsible for their own profit and loss, 
fine-tuning policies will not achieve a significant result,” 
he said. 


“The crux of the problem is not the amount of bank 
loans, but the way the money 1s invested. 


“It is important to ensure that the money 1s spent 
efficiently and that increased output made possible by 
additional investment has sufficient market demand... 


“The key is to make the enterprises responsible for the 
risks involved in their investment, so they will be more 
prudent.” 


Professor Li has been lobbying for the implementation of 
a shareholding system at state-owned enterprises to 
improve their efficiency and profitability. 


Professor Li also said the People’s Bank of China should 
be made an independent central bank, while specialised 
banks should be commercialised. 


They should not continue to allow government depart- 
ments to overdraw, he said. 


The banks should promote the use of mortgage loans to 
restrict the borrowing capacity of enterprises. 


Professor Steven Cheung Ng-sheong, head of the School 
of Economics of the University of Hong Kong. shares 
Professor Li's views that there should be a fundamental 
reform of the banking system. 


Commission on Building High-Tech Zones

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Beijing, May 27—China is accelerating the construction 
of new- and high-tech development zones, gearing them 
to the global market. 


According to the State Science and Technology Commis- 
sion, the country currently has 120 such development 
zones, including 52 national ones. 


A commission official said the national “torch plan,” 
which is designed to help commerciaziize and globalize 
new and high technology, now covers 1,268 research 
projects with a total investment of 6.9 billion yuan 
(about 1.21 billion U.S. dollars). 


In 1992, earnings from manufacturing and trade in the 
52 national development zones amounted to 23.6 billion 
yuan, and their industnal output value totaled 18.3 
billion yuan. The zones now have 59 firms each pro- 
ducing at least 100 million yuan worth of goods a year. 


Construction of the development zones is an important 
component of the “torch plan,” which is considered 
crucial to speeding up the development of new and high 
technology in China, to promptly applying research 
findings to production and helping restructure the coun- 
try’s industries. 


Therefore, both central and local governments give top 
priority to the implementation of the plan. To date, 2.1 
billion yuan in loans has been spent implementing the 
plan. 


A number of successful new and high-tech companies 
have sprung up since the implementation of the plan 
began in August 1988. 


So far the 2,800 firms in the 1.8 sq km Beijing new- and 
high-tech development zone have achieved 3,000 
research findings and have applied | ,300 to production. 


The Caohejing New- and High-Tech Development Zone 
in Shanghai introduced 280 million U.S. dollars in 
foreign investment and manufactured three billion yuan 
worth of goods in 1992. To date, it has approved 81 
foreign-funded firms. 


The Shanghai Municipal Government has listed new and 
high technology as a priority for invigorating its 
economy. Since the beginning of this year, Shanghai has 
been trimming production of traditional manufactured 
goods while boosting production of new- and high-tech 
products. 


To date, 300 firms including 120 Sino-foreign joint 
ventures have gone into operation in the new- and 
high-tech development zones in Suzhou, Wuxi and 
Changzhou cities in coastal Jiangsu Province. 
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These 300 firms involve a total investment of 8.78 
billion yuan, of which overseas input is projected at 584 
million U.S. dollars. 


State Science and Technology Commission officials said 
that China has also made headway in gearing new- and 
high-tech industries to the global market. 


Some new- and high-tech businesses have become 
export-oriented by executing the “torch plan” and have 
trained thousands of export-minded managers to oversee 
the implementation of the plan. 


Zhu Lilian, vice-minister of the State Science and Tech- 
nology Commission, has called recently for faster devel- 
opment of new and high technologies. She said the ratio 
of new- and high-tech industmes to China's industrial 
Output value is targeted to rise to about 10 percent by the 
turn of the century. 


Preparations Begin for Trade Fair in Yunnan

Article Urges Fujian To Adopt Nuclear Power

[Text] Fuzhou, 19 May (WEN WEI PO}—Since spring 
this year, there has been an increasing strain on the 
power supply in Fujian. Many factories were compelled 
to operate four to five days a week; and there was no 
power three days out of a week in some residential areas, 
thus affecting the people's daily life. This aroused cniti- 
cism. 


What Causes Power Cuts and Limited Power Supply? 


The related department attributed the power shortage to 
lower rainfall than usual last winter and this spring; the 
delayed arrival of the rainy season; and the breakdown of 
a generating unit in the Fuzhou Huaneng power plant, 
the key thermal power plant in Fujian. Since the begin- 
ning of May, the daily generated power of Fujian’s power 
transmission network has increased to 44 million kw, 
nearing the maximum 46.3 million kw registered last 
year, because the water level of key reservoirs has risen 
and the Huaneng power plant generating unit, which had 
broken down earlier, has been repaired. Nevertheless, 
many factories are running at 50 percent capacity 
because of power shortages and many places still have 
limited power supply. Accordingly, “nuclear power” has 
once again becomes a topic of intense discussion in 
Fujian. 


There are objective reasons for power shortages in 
Fujian, but the most important lies in construction of 
power plants falling short of the demands of economic 
growth. In 1992, the generated energy provincewide was 
up 17.9 percent over the previous year, but the growth 
rate of power consumption was higher than this figure 
due to the fact that a large number of enterprises went on 
stream and those institutions usually consuming big 
quantities of power increased their consumption. In 
1993, Fujian’s gross industrial output will increase by 
17.5 percent, so there will be an increase of 400,000 kw 
in load and of 2.5 billion kw-hours in power consump- 
tion. It is estimated that the power consumed by air- 
conditioners will rise sharply in summer this year and 
that many residents will also turn to electric cooking 
appliances due to increases in coal and gas prices. 
However, no new thermal power plants will go into 
operation this year in Fujian, and two generating units of 
the Shuikou hydropower station will not be connected to 
the power transmission network until the second half of 
the year. Taking all this into account, Fujian will have 
only 50 percent of the power it needs in 1993. The 
Situation is desperate. 
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Poor Prospects for Both Thermal Power Plants and 
Hydropower Stations 


What is worrying is that Fujian’s present policy of 
“building both thermal power stations and hydropower 
stations simultaneously” 1s conditional on many factors, 
and the policy may prove unfeasible. As is known to all, 
Fujian, which is a coastal province in southeast China, 
does not produce coal nor o:l. The coal needed for 
Fujian’s thermal power plants comes from other prov- 
inces, mostly from Shanxi, which is a long way from 
Fujian. It is reported that the annual transport capacity 
of the double-track electric Datong-Qinhuangdao rail- 
road, which is being built mainly for transporting coal 
from Shanxi to various provinces and cities in southeast 
China, will be only 110 million tonnes, while the coal 
needed by Jiangsu, Zhejiang, Shanghai, and Guangdong 
alone will amount to about 140 million tonnes. So, the 
Strain on railroad transport will not be eased for a long 
tume to come. On the other hand, Fujian’s sea route is 
not navigable for as long as 110 days a year due to 
typhoons and spring tides in the Taiwan Strait. This also 
greatly hampers construction of more thermal power 
plants in Fujian. According to Fuyian’s plan for gener- 
ating more energy, the power generated by thermal 
power plants provincewide will amount to 2.9 million 
kw by 2000, but for this generated energy, Fujian will 
need 10 million tonnes of coal. We can hardly rely upon 
trains and ships to import such a big amount of coal. 


Fujian ranks first among various provinces in east China 
in terms of hydroelectric resources, with power in 
reserve reaching 7.05 million kw. In 1990, hydropower 
Stations provincewide generated 2.167 million kw, 
accounting for 50 percent of the power supplied by the 
power transmission network provincewide. A number of 
large and medium hydropower plants, including the 
Shuikou, Muyang, and Mianhuatan hydropower plants, 
will be completed by 2000. It is estimated that the 
electricity provided by hydropower stations in 2000 will 
stand at 4.91 million kw, making up about 70 percent of 
the hydroelectric sources that can be tapped. Apart from 
the above hydropower stations tapping 70 percent of its 
hydroelectric resources, Fujian has other small 
hydropower stations. These small hydropower stations, 
however, have poor economic performance and are 
scattered over a wide area, so they have little potential 
for future development. By 2000 Fujian will lose its edge 
in this respect. 


Giving Priority to Nuclear Power Is the Basic Way Out 


Experts pointed out long ago: If Fujian continues to 
follow the policy of building “thermal power plants and 
hydropower stations simultaneously,” it will not meet 
the demands of rapid economic growth. The funda- 
mental way to provide sufficient power would be “to rely 
mainly upon nuclear power plants while making thermal 
power plants and hydropower stations subsidiary."’ The 
experts said: To reduce its reliance on petrochemical 
energy and prepare against a possible sea blockade by the 
mainland, Taiwan decided to build nuclear power 
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plants. This made it possibie for Taiwan to meet Mideast 
oil crises on two occasions and grow into one of “the four 
little dragons of Asia.” Fujian should draw on Taiwan's 
experience and resolve to build nuclear power plants at 
an early date. 


The Plan for Building Nuclear Power Plants Was 
Discussed in 1983 But No Decision Has Been Made Up 
to Now 


It takes longer, about | $-20 years [as published], to build 
a nuclear power plant. What makes us anxious 1s that 
Fujian considered building nuciear power plants as early 
as 1983, and accordingly set up a nuclear power office, 
but the people in charge have not finished the initial 
feasibility study so far. Early this year, overseas newspa- 
pers carned a report that Fujian planned to build nuclear 
power plants in Huian or Changle. But this was only 
Fujian’s intention, the person in charge of the electricity 
department told Hong Kong and Taiwan reporters, who 
came to Fujian to cover the provincial people's congress 
and provincial Chinese People’s Political Consultative 
Conference, when the latter visited the Shuikou power 
station. Experts are worried that if Fuyian delays 
building nuclear power plants, its economic construction 
will stagnate, because 1 will be difficult to build more 
thermal power plants for the shortage of coal and its 
hydroelectric resources wil! be exhausted. It is a task of 
top priority to place the plan for building nuclear power 
plants on the agenda and start the construction project at 
an early date. 


It is reported that a number of experts and scholars have 
raised the problem and made many constructive pro- 
posals, including ways to manage the nuclear power 
plants, to introduce foreign funds, and to issue shares to 
raise funds. 


Zhejiang Promotes Social Insurance Reforms

China's Zhejiang Province no longer need to be worned 
about retirement pensions after the reform of their 
enterprise management following the creation of a social 
insurance system in the region 


The social insurance system covers pensions and unem- 
ployment insurance, according to Pan Zhongd:, who 1s in 
charge of the province's insurance industry. 


Before economic reforms were initiated in the late 
1970's, there was almost no insurance industry in China 
because the government shouldered the entire burden of 
providing welfare benefits for workers 


Insurance reforms began in 1984. in tandem with labor 
reforms aiming al streamlining overstafled enterprises. 


As a market-oriented economy ts introduced into China, 
workers’ pensions are increasingly influenced by the 
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performance of enterprises. To ensure the smooth imple- 
mentation of labor reforms and the rising living stan- 
dards of workers, Zhejiang’s provincial government 
decided to experiment with a job imsurance sysiem 
among selected enterprises in 1986. 


Just a year ago, the authorities started reforms in the 
pension system. A basic social insurance system was 
established in which workers contribute a small part of 
their salaries for future pensions. 


So far, all state- and collectively-owned enterprises al or 
above the county level in Zhejiang have carried out 
pension insurance reforms. 


The reforms will eventually be expanded to cover indus- 
trial injunes and to provide medical insurance. 


Zhejiang’s Ningbo Speeds Up Urban Construction

Ningbo is an old commercial city whose business history

Billions of yuan have been 
invested in it and a batch of advanced wharfts have been 
built, attracting a large number of businessmen trom 
both at home and abroad.

Over the past five years the government has invested 422 
million yuan in urban construction and renovation. At 
the same time its real estate industry is developing 
rapidly. By the end of last year, the number of Sino- 
foreign cooperative real estate companies in the city has 
risen from two in 1991 to 14 in 1992, with registered 
funds totalling 34 million U.S. dollars.

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[Text] A party committee to lead Guangdong into the 
2ist century was endorsed by the province's seventh 
Communist Party Congress which closed yesterday. 


The 809 delegates also approved a work report by Party 
Secretary Mr Xie Fei, who called for a “sustained but 
coordinated high growth rate” for the province. 


Following in the steps of Beijing, the congress yesterday 
agreed io dissolve the Guangdong Communist Party 
Advisory Committee, which has been seen as a club for 
conservative elders. 


Speaking at the end of the six-day conclave, Mr Xie 
described the congress as a “democratic, unified, and 
energising” meeting. 


Guangzhou Mayor Mr Li Zhiliu who was one of the 56 
new parly committee members said the meeting had 
fully demonstrated the strength of China's “collective 
democratic system” 


Their praises notwithstanding, yesterday's “voting” was 
more a formality than a genuine election. Instead of 
being given a choice, the delegates merely endorsed a list 
of 56 names put forward by the authorities. 


Nevertheless, none of the 56 candidates received full 
votes, and Mr Xie, who 1s a member of the Politburo, 
received only 800 votes. The top three scorers were Mr 
Wang Jun, head of the provincial party disciplinary 
committee, Mr Li Youwei, Shenzhen mayor, and Mr Shi 
Zifa, a semor cadre. Both Mr Wang and Mr Shi received 
807 votes and Mr Li received 806 votes. 


A few new faces made it to the new party committee. 
These included Vice-Governor Lu Ruihua, propaganda 
chief Mr Yu Youjun, police chief Mr Chen Shaoji and 
Foshan party boss Mr Zhong Guangchao. 


Incumbents, such as Governor Zhu Senlin, Mr Xie, 
Guangdong Peopie’s Congress chairman Mr Lin Ruo 
and Zhuhai Mayor Mr Liang Guangda managed to stay 
on. 


Mr Lin said yesterday that the election was necessary 
because the legislature must function under the leader- 
ship of the Chinese Communist Party. 


Admitting that he could have been disqualified because 
of his age, he said the tradition of giving a seat to the 
legislature chairman would not be changed in the new 
age of reform. 


“lam the only committee member born in the 20's. I will 
step down after | finish this term,” Mr Lin said. 


Guangzhou Mayor Mr Li said it was important for old 
cadres to leave the stage for the younger generation. 


“I would rather retire but | have to stay on because there 
is a need (in Guangzhou) and we can find no suitable 
successors, he said 
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Two Drug Traffickers Executed in Guangzhou

[Text] This morning, Dongshan District of Guangzhou 
City held a rally on prohibiting drugs and suppressing 
gambling. 


At the rally, the district people's court announced its 
verdicts on 15 drug traffickers. In addition, the district 
court also pronounced the death penalty on two cnmi- 
nals on behalf of the Guangzhou Intermediate People’s 
Court upon the approval the Supreme People’s Court 
The two criminals were then immediately escorted to 
and executed on an execution ground. Dongshan Dis- 
tnict’s public securnty organs also announced at the rally 
the arrest according to law of a number of drug traf- 
fickers and gamblers. 


One of the two criminals executed was a Guangzhou 
citizen named Liu Zhan. He was once sentenced to a 
three-year term of reeducation through labor for larceny 
However, after he was released after serving the sen- 
tence, he had no intention of mending his ways. Jom: 
up with others, he went to Yongde County, Yunnan 
Province, three times in one year and bought over 1,400 
grams of drugs from Burmese drug dealers. Then. he 
secretly transporied the drugs to Guangzhou and resold 
it to other drug traffickers. He was finally arrested aac 
brought to justice by Guangzhou's public security 


organs. 


The other criminal being executed was Ma Denghu. who 
fled to Guangzhou from Qinghai Province. He was 
caught in the act while trying to sell over 200 [word 
indistinct] of heroin to others in a Guangzhou guest 
house.

Sichuan Governor on Streamlining Government

“Excerpts” of interview with Xiao Yang. governor of 
Sichuan Province. by Hu Zaicang ($170 0375 2490): 
“New Governor Talks Freely About ‘Three Rules”) 


[Text] On 30 Apnl, GAIGE SHIBAO [REFORM 
TIMES] reported that not long ago, Xiao Yang, the new 
governor of Sichuan Province, talked with a visitor 
about the “three rules” for government officials in his 
provinces, which were rather onginal. The talk was 
excerpted as follows: 


{Hu} Tianjin Municipality set a rule, prohibiting cadres 
from taking a second job; while in Sichuan, “no govern- 
ment officials are allowed to take a second job.” What 
scope does your concept cover’ 


[Xiao] The second job rule 1s applicable to all officials. 
Why” Because we have entered an era with sophisticated 
division of work. As a cadre, according to the division of 
work, he or she should perform their duties in the 
government, so why should he or she take another job at 
the same time? In capitalist countnes, employees in 
many enterprises are not allowed to have a second job, 
those who have a second job would be required to quit 

This 1s the first point in my argument. 


Second, officials and “functionanes” as well hold power 
in their hands. It 1s dangerous for power holders to take 
a second job. If I have a second job, | may easily earn | 
million yuan even if I close my eyes. My god! What 
would that mean!” 


After | came to Chengdu, some people advised me to 
hold some stocks. I said: I have no intention of harming 
you: let us avoid doing that sort of thing in the future. If 
I buy shares with a certain enterprise and give a little bit 
of support to it, the price may rise; and if 1 do something 
to influence the enterprise, the pnce of the shares may 
immediately drop. Money can be easily earned from 
such ups and downs. So someone who holds power may 
easily mg the stock market. 


I hold that the issue related to the income of government 
officials should be solved by legitimate means, and their 
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salanes can be set relatively higher. A waiter may earn 
1,000 yuan through vanous channels, but |. as a provin- 
cial governor, only earn less than 300 yuan. Is this fair” 
How can the income of three provincial governors stll 
be smaller than the income of one waiter? At least, my 
income should be as much as that of a waiter. Do you 


agree” 
[Hu] Where can you get the money fo raise the salanes of 
government officials” 


[X1a0] Money will come if our government organs are 
Streamlined. At present, three peczie are doing one 
person's work, and three people are earning one person's 
salary. The adjustment of salaries for government offi- 
cials should be made openly. and there must not be any 
back-door deals. Their income should reach the income 
level of a skilled worker, and this is in conformity with 
Marx's point of view. First, Marx said that officials 
should be public servants, second, wages for public 
servants should reach the level of those for skilled 
workers. But it 1s hard to mention the second point at an 
official meeting. 


The monthly income of officials should be appropriately 
raised, but stnct rules should be laid down to ban any 
second jobs and any brbe-taking. The rules must be 
enforced ngorously. Then, we will hold the initiative in 
our hands. Now, any person can swear at us, and we are 
subjected to petty annoyances. We did not gain much, 
but were still regarded as corrupt officials and had a bad 
name... 


[Hu] Can a section head who knows English moonlight 
by giving private English courses to other people” 


[Xiao} Those who know English. no matter whether 
English is used in their work, should have an additional! 
monthly allowance. It 1s good of you to raise such a 
question. The allowances may not be smaller than the 
money earned from the moonlighting job 


{Hu} Your idea is orginal, but can this be put into

Sichuan County Surveys Peasants’ Burdens

[Excerpts] Results of a sample survey conducted in 10 
townships by the Quxian County Rural Socialist Educa- 
tion Team among 190 of the county's rural households in 
30 groups show that since the release of an emergency 
circular by the CPC Central Commitice General Office 
and the State Council, governments at all levels have 
attained certain results in lightening the irrationally 
heavy burdens of peasants. However, as for peasants’ 
reactions, 70 percent of rural households consider that 
the goal of lightening the peasants’ heavy burdens has 
not yet been fully fulfilled, and what has been done 
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recently has merely reduced some charges and fees from 
a previously long list. [passage omitted] 


Judging by the present situation, this situation can be 
attributable to three major causes which shoulder peas- 
ants with an unduly heavy burden: 


1. New per capita income for peasants stated in the 
accounts did not tally with their actual incomes. This is 
one of the major causes leading to an irrational burden of 
peasants. It has been specifically stipulated in State 
Council and Sichuan regulations on peasants’ burdens 
that the total annual amount of various fees, charges, and 
taxes borne by peasants should not exceed [figure indis- 
tinct] percent of their net income in the previous year. 
However, when it comes to implementation, some pre- 
fectural and township leading members make false 
reports on the net income of peasants in an attempt to 
show off their achievements in their official careers. As a 
result, they can find many excuses for the arbitrary 
imposition of production quotas and fees on peasants. 


2. The irrational ratio of [passage indistinct] after all fees 
and charges are collected is another major cause leading 
to heavy burdens on peasants. 


3. Oversimplified methods employed in imposing pro- 
duction quotas and fees on peasants are also a major 
cause of heavy burdens on peasants. Eight out of 10 
townships investigated employed oversimplified 
methods in collecting agricultural taxes, [passage indis- 
tinct], and other fees, that is, they simply base the 
imposition of quotas and fees on the per capita net 
income of peasants, thus giving rise to a man-made 
situation under which households with higher incomes 
do not care about these fees and charges, while house- 
holds with low incomes find such fees and charges truly 
unbearable. [passage omitted] 


To put an end to the above improper practices, the vast 
numbers of peasants call for the adoption of the fol- 
lowing measures: 


1. Strengthening statistical work in rural areas, and, in 
particular, putting an end to the practice of making false 
reports on the per capita new income of peasants. 


2. Imposing production quotas and fees on peasants in 
accordance with the principle of “from the people, for 
the people,” while authorities at different levels should 
avoid imposing doubie charges. 


3. Adopting varied methods for imposing production 
quotas and fees in line with the principle of dealing with 
each case on its merits. 


Sichuan Arrests 184 Drug Dealers Jan-Apr 1993

During the period of January to April this year, Sichuan 
police cracked a total of 130 drug cases of various types, 
arresied 184 drug traffickers, and seized 10.2 kg of 
heroin and 28.7 kg of opium.

Tibet Encourages Private, Foreign-Funded Sectors

[Text] Lhasa, May 26 (XINHUA}—Gyamco, a senior 
government leader in Tibet, has pledged to pursue a 
policy of encouraging the growth of the private sector, 
township-run industries, foreign-funded firms and other 
non-Sstai¢-owned economic sectors. 


Gyamco, vice-chairman of the Tibet autonomous 
regional government, said that pursuing this policy is 
crucial to faster economic expansion in Tibet, deepening 
reform in Tibet and opening it wider to the outside 
world, and the creation of a market economy. 


In the past few years the Tibet regional government has 
taken measures to prod the growth of the private sector, 
he said. 


By the end of 1992 the number of self-employed people 
in Tibet had risen to 58,800. The private sector 
accounted for 10 percent of Tibet's gross domestic 
product, the value of goods and services produced, in 
1992. 


These self-employed people are engaged in all indus- 


tnes—for instance, auto repair, restaurants, construc- 
tion, road maintenance and mining. 


To date, investors from Japan, Nepal, Thailand and the 
United States have opened 15 companies in Tibet. The 
companies produce carpets and other handicrafts, and 
audio and video products. 


Foreign investors now enjoy preferential treatment such 
as low tax rates if they invest in energy, transportation, 
farming, livestock breeding and tourism. 


Gyamco said that the Tibet regional government encour- 
ages businesses and individuals from other parts of 
China and the world to open non-state-owned firms in 
Tibet. 


“All businesses to be built in Tibet, except for those 
considered vital to the local economy and people's 
livelihood, are to become collectively-owned or joint- 
stock firms, not state-owned ones,” he said.

Inner Mongolia Reviews Foreign Trade

[Text] Reform and opening up have brought wings for 
Inner Mongolia’s foreign trade to fly. Thanks to the 
establishment of the Eurasian continental land bridge 
and opening of shipping service in the 16 major ports, 
domestic, local, and border trade has advanced and 
developed simultaneously, and a multilevel, multidirec- 
tional, and multiform pattern of opening up has taken 
shape. World famous commodities, such as “black gold” 
coal, “fiber gem” goat wool, woolen knitwear, grassland 
oxen, rare earth, and feed, have traveled far across the 
sea to be sold on the five continents of the world. The 
region's annual volume of imports and exports totaled 
$927.52 million. 


Build the Eurasian Continental Land Bridge 


Ports are doors through which the state conducts 
exchanges with foreign countries. Inner Mongolia has 
made active efforts to create favorable conditions for 
building and opening new trade outlets in a planned 
manner and for increasing the passageways and windows 
for opening to the outside world, thus promoting foreign 
trade. 


Inner Mongolia shares a borderline of more than 4,200 
km with Russia and Mongolia, and 18 banners and cities 
of six leagues are distributed in border areas. It is called 
a bridge linking Europe and Asia. It also enjoys excep- 
tional advantages for developing the economic and trade 
ties with the former Soviet Union, Mongolia, and East 
European countries. The region has opened up trade 
outlets and built the Eurasian continental land bridge 
step by step to carry forward the advantages of border 
ports, quicken its pace in “opening to the north,” 
increase the passageways for opening to the outside 
world, exploit the East European market, and promote 
foreign economic relations and trade. As of today, it has 
opened the railways and highways in Manzhouli and 
Erenhot; the Heishantou and Shiwei ports for waterway 
transportation; the Hohhot airport, the Anhashate, Gan- 
qimaodao, and eight other first-category trade outlets; 
and Mandula, Ceke, and four other second-category 
trade outlets. A new pattern consisting of railway, 
highway, waterway, and airway transportation has by 
and large taken shape for multidirectional opening up. 
This conforms to Inner Mongolia’s ever growing border 
trade and economic development and makes it one of 
the provinces of the country with many trade outlets. 
The opening and expansion of trade outlets have effec- 
tively promoted the regior’s trade with Mongolia, the 


CIS, and European countries. The volume of the com- 
modities imported and exported through these trade 
outlets exceeded $430 million last year, up $270 million 
from 1990; and :ts proportion in the nation’s total also 
increased notably. 


A Multilevel Foreign Trade Pattern 


An important measure leading to the giant strides in 
Inner Mongolia’s foreign economic relations and trade is 
turning the initiative of higher levels into coordinated 
efforts made by both higher and lower levels and turning 
the unitary form of trade into a multichannel, multi- 
form, multilevel, and multidirectional development of 
foreign trade. 


After the third plenary session of the | Ith party Central 
Committee, the region won the authority for indepen- 
dent exports. However, the localities in the region did 
not have such authority and had to rely on the special- 
ized companies of the region to act as their agents, 
resulting in the practice of “eating from the same big 
pot” of the state at every level. To develop and boost the 
foreign trade enthusiasm of leagues, cities, and other 
localities and expand the autonomy of various localities, 
the region conducted in-depth reform of the foreign 
trade system and granted leagues and cities all the power 
to handle the manpower, financial, and material 
resources related to foreign economic relations and 
trade, thus enabling league and city foreign economic 
relations and trade bureaus (sections or commussions) 
and their subordinating companies to truly become local 
foreign trade organizations and business entities which 
are capable of independent management, self- 
development, self-regulation, and holding the responsi- 
bility for their own profits and losses. Enterprises with 
foreign business authority also emerged thanks to the 
implementation of the policies of reform and opening 
up. By the end of last year, large production and circu- 
lation enterprises with import and export authority had 
increased from 37 to 62, and all the |2 leagues and cities 
in the region had been granted the authority in com- 
modity imports and exports. In this way, a situation was 
created in which higher and lower levels made concerted 
efforts, and domestic, local, and border trade developed 
simultaneously. These enterprises developed business in 
a flexible way; exported more than 500 kinds of prod- 
ucts, such as native products, animal by-products, grain 
and oil products, hardware and minerals, chemicals, 
textile goods, light industrial products, handicraft arti- 
cles, machines, medicines, metallurgical products, non- 
ferrous metals, electronic products, and coal; and estab- 
lished trade ties and economic and technological 
cooperation relations with more than 1,300 firms in 
more than 60 countries and regions. Their imports and 
exports increased every year to exceed $900 million for 
the first time in 1992, up 55.4 percent from 1991. 


Border and Barter Trade Came to the Fore Suddenly as 
a New Force 


Relying on the state policies of reform and opening up 
and the principle of “six authority” in developing border 
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trade, Inner Mongolia attached importance to devel- 
oping the “three major” advantages, thus enabling the 
once stagnant border and barter trade to mushroom. In 
the past, only the Inner Mongolia International Trade 
Company had the authority for border trade and barter 
trade. Now more than 50 foreign trade companies, 
industrial and trade companies, and export-onented 
production enterprises in the 12 leagues and cities of the 
region have such authority. They have established stable 
economic and trade ties with all the CIS countries, 
conducted trade and cooperation with the major prov- 
inces, cities, and enterprises of Mongolia, and estab- 
lished business relations with the countries and regions 
of East Europe, such as Poland and the former Yugo- 
slavia. The foreign economic relations and trade compa- 
nies of the region have established more than 30 organi- 
zations in Russia, Mongolia, and East European 
countries. The actual imports and exports of border 
trade and barter trade totaled 640.23 million Swiss 
francs last year, up 3.73 million Swiss francs from the 
total of 1990 and 1991. 


To strengthen the cooperation with production enter- 
prises, scientific research units, and domestic commer- 
cial enterprises and enable industrial, agricultural, and 
commercial enterprises to base themselves on their pro- 
duction and coordinate with foreign trade enterprises to 
exploit the world market together to facilitate border 
trade and barter trade, the autonomous region, begin- 
ning with the transformation of enterprises’ operating 
mechanism, established the Inner Mongolia Autono- 
mous Regional International Trade Group Company; 
the Inner Mongolia Autonomous Regional Northern 
Frontier Import and Export Group Company; and the 
Inner Mongolia Autonomous Regional International 
Economic and Technological Cooperation Group Com- 
pany last year to organize the foreign economic relations 
and trade business with the CIS, Mongolia, East Euro- 
pean countries, and other neighboring countries, thus 
developing the advantages of the autonomous region as a 
whole. Since the beginning of this year, border trade 
enterprises in various localities have given full play to 
their geographical advantages, pioneered the way for- 
ward, and established ties with business firms exten- 
sively, thus creating an increasingly better trend in the 
barter trade of the region. The first-quarter imports and 
exports totaled $87.99 million, up 34 percent from the 
corresponding period of last year.

construction up to a new stage as soon as possible. 


Comrade Wang Qun joined the Ulangab League depu- 
ties in discussing the government work report on the 
morning of 6 May. In his speech, Wang Qun fully 
affirmed and highly appraised the region’s work accom- 
plished in the past five years. He said: The region’s 
tremendous achievements in its economic construction 
and other work were attributed to our persistence in 
taking economic construction as the central task and 
never wavering or slackening efforts at all times and 
under all circumstances. We are faced with an excellent 
opportunity for accelerating development, which is also 
an excellent opportunity for deepening reform. We 
should seize the opportunity to quicken the pace in 
establishing the socialist market economy system, use 
reform to promote development, and improve and 
enliven the region’s current economy through reform 
and adjustment. To take economic construction as the 
central task, we should also emphasize the need for 
carrying forward the pioneering spirit of arduous 
struggle and holding high the banner of unity and con- 
struction. This is our successful experience. Taking eco- 
nomic construction as the central task means to liberate, 
and develop productive forces, firmly embrace the idea 
that science and technology are the productive forces, 
and actively bring in advanced technology and personnel 
to promote the development of productive forces and 
improve the quality of all the people. To take economic 
construction as the central task, we should also 
strengthen party leadership and improve the leading 
bodies at all levels. Only in this way can we ensure a 
steady and sound development of economic construc- 
tion. 


Concerning future work, Wang Qun spoke on four 
issues. First, the fundamental position of agriculture and 
animal husbandry should be firmly established and 
continuously strengthened and should never be shaken 
or weakened at all times and under all circumstances. 
Strengthening the fundamental position of agriculture 
and animal husbandry is not only an issue on feeding the 
people but, more importantly, an issue on laying a good 
foundation for peasants and herdsmen to achieve afflu- 
ence and for the economy to develop. We should gradu- 
ally commercialize farm and sideline products, expand 
the scale of efficiency, and take the road of developing 
high-yield, good-quality, and high-efficiency agriculture 
and animal husbandry. Second, we should continue to 
deepen reform, establish and improve the socialist 
market economy system, and enable the market to play a 
basic role in the disposition of resources under the state’s 
macroeconomic regulation and control. We should act 
according to the law governing the market economy, 
build various types of markets, and expand the scope of 
market service to serve urban areas, enterprises, and 
rural and pastoral areas and to lead the development of 
the secondary and tertiary industries. Third, construc- 
tion of key projects should be accelerated. The coal and 
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electricity industries lead the region. We should develop 
the electricity industry on a priority basis while con- 
tinuing to expand the foundation for the development of 
coal industry. The processing industry for farm and 
animal products and the pillar industries, such as the 
iron and steel, nonferrous metal, chemical, building 
material, and forest industries, should be greatly 
strengthened so that Inner Mongolia can become an 
important energy and raw material base of the country. 
Ulangab League's electricity industry will have a big 
development. This is an opportunity. Ulangab League 
has a rather weak economic foundation. Poverty gives 
rise to the desire for change, and the change means 
reform. We should use the construction of key projects to 
promote comprehensive local economic development 
and truly turn the advantages in resources into economic 
advantages.

This decision has a very rich 
and profound economic, social, ideological, and cultural 
meaning. It implies a change in ideas, an adjustment of 
the development strategy, .nd an improvement in eco- 
nomic and social levels. 


Building a developed border province near the sea 
represents a new understanding of the provincial situa- 
tion. As a border province near the sea, Jilin is located at 
the center of Northeast Asia—Japan, Russia, DPRK, 
ROK, Mongolia, and northeast China. It has a border of 
more than | ,400 km, is 15 km from the Sea of Japan and 
merely 4 km from Russia's Posyet Bay, and has advan- 
tages in the golden triangle of Tumen Jiang to be 
developed through international cooperation; in its posi- 
tion as the hub of the Eurasian continental land bridge; 
and in geographical, human, and labor force resources. 
We used to regard Jilin as a landlocked province. This 
blocked our field of vision and tied our hands, making us 
miss some excellent opportunities. Embracing the idea 
of a border province near the sea will enable us to 
observe and analyze issues from a different angle, create 
many new ideas, accomplish many jobs that we dared 
not think about or do before, and then emancipate and 
develop productive forces. 


An important meaning of the endeavor of building a 
developed border province near the sea is to open our 
border to link the province to the sea, to open the 
province to make it prosperous, and to build the prov- 
ince into the center of the Northeast Asian economic 
cooperation zone. The UN Development Program is 
actively promoting the development of Tumen Jiang 
area and plans to build the Tumen Jiang delta into the 
Rotterdam of the East. Comrade Deng Xiaoping repeat- 
edly emphasized the need to build several more Hong 
Kongs and to open up still more because without 
opening up, development is impossible. We should 
attach great importance to the changes in the interna- 
tional economic patterns and the new trends in North- 
east Asia’s regional cooperation, seize the favorable 
opportunity presented by China's opening wider to the 
outside world, make the best use of our unique geograph- 
ical environment and various advantages, expand the 
fields opened to the outside world, raise the level of 
opening up, increase the proportion of the export- 
oriented economy, open and broaden as soon as possible 
the communications and transportation passageways 
entering Northeast Asia and our neighboring countries, 
achieve a breakthrough in accelerating the development 
and opening up of the areas in the lower reaches of 
Tumen Jiang, and enable the province to occupy an 
important position in Northeast Asia's regional 
economy. 
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Building a developed border province near the sea 
means to accelerate reform and construction to enhance 
the overall strength of the province. By opening up wider 
to the outside world and importing personnel, funds, 
technology, and managerial expertise, we should expe- 
dite enterprises’ technical transformation and change of 
the operating mechanism; facilitate the establishment of 
the new system of the socialist market economy; opti- 
mize the industrial composition; and achieve rapid 
growth in the total supply and total demand, improve- 
ment in the quality of the economy as a whole, and a 
higher ranking in the country in overall provincial 
strength. Building a developed border province near the 
sea requires a coordinated development in the two 
civilizations and overall progress in society. 


Building a developed border province near the sea 
represents a correct revelation of the provincial situation 
and the road of development, a new scientific summary 
of the province’s economic and social development 
strategy, and a manifestation of the strong desire of the 
people throughout the province for seizing the opportu- 
nity to accelerate the modernization program. We 
should unify the thinking and will of the people 
throughout the province concerning this endeavor and 
mobilize them to make concerted and indomitable 
efforts to achieve progress. 


Comrade He Zhukang pointed out in his report: Building 
a developed border province near the sea is a grand 
transcentury project. To turn this grand blueprint into 
reality, we should fulfill the following tasks for economic 
and social development in the next five years. 


Growing steadily to reach 86 billion yuan in 1997, the 
GNP should increase an average of 12.4 percent and 
attain the 300-percent increase target three years ahead 
of schedule. 


The primary, secondary, and tertiary industries should 
develop in a coordinated manner. By 1997, the indus- 
trial output value should reach 123 billion yuan, showing 
an average annual increase of 12.4 percent; the agricul- 
tural output value should reach 27 billion yuan, showing 
an average annual increase of 5.0 percent; the increased 
value of the tertiary industry should reach 27 billion 
yuan, showing an average annual increase of 19.0 per- 
cent; and the ratio of the primary, secondary, and 
tertiary industries in GNP should be 21:48:31. 


Economic efficiency should improve notably. By 1997, 
the profit-tax rate in funds of all industrial enterprises 
that institute the independent accounting system should 
reach 10.5 percent; the per-capita productivity of the 
local state-owned industrial enterprises that institute the 
independent accounting system should be 31,000 yuan; 
and revenues should reach 8.37 billion yuan, averaging 
an 8- percent increase per year. 


The basic framework for the socialist market economy 
system should take shape. State-owned enterprises 
should transform their operating mechanism in an all- 
round manner, enter the market, and be truly capable of

independent management, self-development, self- 
regulation, and managing their own profits and losses 
responsibly. The market system and the government's 
system and means of macroeconomic regulation and 
control should by and large conform to our economic 
development level. 


Exports should be strengthened in economic develop- 
ment and the proportion of the export-oriented economy 
should be increased. Foreign exchange earnings should 
account for 25 percent of the GNP by 1997. 


People should by and large lead a fairly comfortable life. 
By 1997, peasants’ per-capita net income should reach 
1,100 yuan, and urban people's per-capita cost-of-living 
income should be 2,200 yuan. Construction of urban 
infrastructural facilities should proceed fairly rapidly, 
and the functions of central cities should be strengthened 
notably . Achievements in our nine-year compulsory 
education and in the elimination of illiteracy should be 
consolidated and developed. Social welfare should be 
developed more quickly. Population growth should be 
kept within 11.5 per thousand, and the quality of life 
should be upgraded notably. 


In his report to the sixth provincial party congress, 
Comrade He Zhukang listed the following strategic pri- 
orities for the province to attend to in the future: 


1. We should further strengthen agricultural and rural 
work, greatly develop township enterprises, and expand 
the rural economy in all sectors. Based on the needs of 
socialist modernization and the ideas of developing the 
socialist market economy and building a developed 
border province near the sea, we should boost peasants’ 
enthusiasm to the full, continue to reduce their burdens, 
conscientiously aid the poor, stabilize the household- 
based output- related contract responsibility system, 
restructure the economy in line with specific local con- 
ditions, intensify construction of rural market towns, 
and establish a new pattern characterized by large- scale 
agriculture, large-scale circulation, and large-scale mar- 
kets. 


2. We should greatly expand the export-oriented 
economy. To build a developed border province near the 
sea, we should strengthen the function and level of 
exports in the province's economic development as soon 
as possible while actively participating in the competi- 
tion of domestic markets. 


3. We should continue to strengthen industry in order of 
priority to further expand pillar industries and superior 
industries. Jilin enjoys a fairly good foundation for 
China’s four pillar industries defined at the 14th 
National Party Congress. In particular, we should con- 
tinue to greatly strengthen the auto industry and petro- 
chemical industry and fully develop their leading role. 
Meanwhile, we should greatly accelerate the develop- 
ment of such superior industries as the medical and food 
industries and the basic raw materials industry and 
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develop and adjust light and textile industries to make 
our products more competitive and more capable of 
earning foreign exchange. 


4. We should be more courageous in developing the 
tertiary industry and the nonpublic sectors of the 
economy. We should further relax policies, give play to 
the role of the various sectors of the economy, and 
accelerate the development of the tertiary industry by 
opening wider to the outside world and by relying on 
forces from all quarters of society. 


5. We should make more efforts to resolve conspicuous 
contradictions in economic development. The current 
conspicuous contradictions seriously restricting eco- 
nomic growth are difficulties in transportation, shortages 
of funds, and a lack of energy resources. Therefore, we 
should adopt effective measures to overcome these dif- 
ficulties. We should embrace the idea of large- scale 
transportation and develop railway, highway, waterway, 
and airway transportation simultaneously. 


We should expedite the development of postal and 
telecommunications undertakings, make active efforts to 
build a provincewide modern postal and telecommuni- 
cations network, install program-controlled local tele- 
phone exchange equipment in all the cities at and above 
the county level, and realize digital long-distance trans- 
mission to ensure unimpeded telecommunications sys- 
tems throughout the province to meet growing needs. We 
should broaden our thinking, collect construction funds 
from various channels, and use funds more effectively. 
We should attach great importance to raising funds from 
various channels to make up for fund shortages in 
addition to winning state support, using bank loans 
successfully and flexibly, and adopting comprehensive 
measures to enliven the circulation of tied-up funds. We 
should develop the power industry more rapidly; expe- 
dite the construction of key power projects; step up the 
survey, prospecting, and extracting of coal and oil 
resources, and achieve success in energy conservation 
and in the development and use of new energy resources. 
We should actively open up the channels for energy 
supplies from outside the province and build stable 
energy supply bases. 


6. We should rely on science, technology, and education 
to develop the province and attach great importance to 
the development of high and new technology. We should 
firmly embrace the ideas that “science and technology 
are the primary productive forces,” and that “education 
is the foundation for the projects of vital and lasting 
importance’. greatly strengthen science, technology, and 
education, boost enthusiasm in all quarters, increase 
investment in science, technology, and education; adopt 
realistic measures to develop scientific, technological, 
and educational undertakings; improve the quality of 
laborers, and then truly rely on science and technology to 
develop the economy. 


7. We should promote socialist spiritual civilization. 
This is an important part of the endeavor to build a 
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developed border province near the sea. We should step 
up efforts to build the spintual civilization and, through 
fruitful work, raise the spiritual civilization to a new 
level, train the personnel who meet the “four require- 
ments,” and establish a new image for Jilin people. With 
the guidance of the theory of building socialism with 
Chinese characteristics, we should strengthen the ideo- 
logical and political education in the new situation: 
upgrade the ideological and cultural quality of the people 
of the province; and provide powerful spintual motiva- 
tion, intellectual support, and political guarantees for 
reform, opening up, and the modernization program. 


We should strengthen the legal system. We should rein- 
force legislation, step up efforts to formulate and 
improve local laws and regulations and government rules 
and regulations, and fully apply the legal means to 
provide good legal service to reform, opening up, and 
economic construction. We should stnctly and promptly 
crack down on vanous criminal activities and the sabo- 
tage activities of hostile forces; step up comprehensive 
improvement of public security; eliminate the various 
hidden dangers that affect stability and unity; continue 
the struggle against “pornography” and the “six vices”: 
resolutely investigate and prohibit the ugly phenomena 
in society; and create a good social and political env- 
ronment for reform, opening up, and economic construc- 
tion.

have definite views of our own, do a decisive job, and 
uphold high standards and high efficiency of the work. In 
striving for diligent administration, a basic demand 1s to 
be concerned with and take into account the situation as 
a whole and pay attention to thinking of, discussing. and 
understanding major issues.

By remaining upnght and uncorrupted. we mean that we 
should be honest and clean in performing official duties 
and seek no personal gains. Standing committee mem- 
bers should take the lead and set an example for others in 
persisting im party spirit and principles, resolutely 
oppose and resist all sorts of unhealthy trends, oppose 
extravagance and waste. and take the lead in working 
hard and practicing economy. Standing committee 
members should not only be honest and stnct with 
themselves but also actually ensure the administrative 
honesty of the departments administered by them. They 
should also resolutely struggle against the phenomena of 
corruption and against all evil trends that infringe upon 
the interests of the party and the people 


Comrade He Zhukang said: A new outlook 1s valued for 
its practice. The overall images of the leading body are 
the external expression of the internal character and 
morals of leaders and are the impressions of the masses 
on leaders’ behaviors. What 1s important 1s actions and 
not words. When the masses judge cadres. they mainly 
see practical actions and work results. To realize the 
magnificent blueprint of building a developed border 
province near the sea. we are required to work hard ina 
down-to-earth manner.

was smooth. Township enterpnses achieved extraord- 
nary development and industna! enterpnses maintained 
a faster speed in growth. The norm of some economic 
results was somewhat upgraded. The progress of building 
key projects was accelerated. The special policy on 
imvesting money in basic industries, such energy 
resources, communications, and post and telecommun- 
cations, was continuously enforced. The development of 
tertiary industry further drew attention. Markets were 
bnsk and the general level of retail proces basically 
tended to stability. The economic relations with foreign 
countnes and foreign trade were lively and the total 
volume of imports and exports showed a greater 
increase. The utilization of foreign capital achieved 
again a new and prominent progress. Prominent prob- 
lems currently cropping up in economic development 
include the flawed increase of industna! growth and of 
economic results as well as the standstill of relieving the 
contradictions in funds and transportation. The gov- 
ernor pointed out: In line with the the CPC Central 
Committee and State Council demands on successfully 
conducting the economic work, we should correctly 
analyze and seize up the situation in an overal! way. An 
emergent task undertaken by governments at al! levels at 
present is to accelerate the development and to realize an 
increase in both growth and efficacy simultaneously on 
the premise of increasing economic results and opti- 
mizing the structure. In fulfilling this task, we must 
clarify our understanding. unify our thinking, and 
unswervingly carry it out. The mission of top pnority at 
present is to seize up the golden season of the second 
quarter and to accelerate the pace of economic develop- 
ment and particularly the pace of industnal develop- 
ment.

Second, we should make a large 
breakthrough in encouraging enterprises to switch their 
losses to profits. Third, a good job should be done in 
realistically dealing with the problem of weak manage- 
ment among some enterprises. Fourth. continuous 
efforts should be made to relieve the con'sa * “ions in 
funds and transportation. Fifth. strenuo: .$ should 
be made to carry out the construction o1 ojects. In 
addition, we should accelerate the development of local 
industnes and particularly foodstufls industnes. medical 
industry, light industry, textile industry. and electronic 
industry. We should continuously put the agncultural 
emphasis on protecting or bringing the peasants enthu- 
siasm into play, developing grain production stably. the 
diversified economy actively. and township enterpnses 
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vigorously, accelerating the development of tertiary 
industry, and on making the rural economy prosperous 
in an overall way. 


Governor Gao Yan pointed out: In line with the demand 
of building Jilin into a developed border and coastal 
province, we should further accelerate the pace of 
opening the province to the outside world and deepening 
the reform. In building Jilin into a developed border and 
coastal province, if 1s most important fer us to further 
broaden the program of opening up. The current 
emphasis should be placed on expio:ting border areas 
and building passages to the sea. Efforts should be made 
to firmly grasp the construction of railways, highways. 
ports, and passages for opening up in the border areas of 
Hunchun. We should further quicken the building of 
economic development zones that are vanguard areas in 
opening the province to the outside world and also the 
expermmental districts of deepening the reform. Here- 
after, the provincial authonties will no longer approve in 
principle the opening of new development zones. Their 
work emphasis will be placed on having the |6 existing 
development zones and particulariy the four state-level! 

We should foster 
a broad sense of economic relations with foreign coun- 
tnes and of foreign trade and vigorously develop the 
export-onented economy. Effective methods in this 
regard are to dispatch more personne! to go to foreign 
countnes and to invite more foreign experts and busi- 
nessmen to come to the province. We should formulate 
projects in this regard and have the mayor targets of these 
projects be placed on enterpnses and particularly on 
encouraging more large and medium enterprises to enter 
international markets. We should utilize large and good 
projects to introduce large financial groups and invest- 
ments. 


The way to deal with the deep-rooted contradictions 
cropping up in economic development lies on reforms. 
In conducting reform among enterprises at present. a 
good job should be done in emphatically implementing 
the “regulations” and the “methods of enforcement” 
published by our province. The number of enterprises 
that have shifted their business mechanism and taken up 
the pilot work of reform before others should reach more 
than | 30 this vear. Efforts should be made to quicken the 
reform in the systems of property nghts. We should take 
a large step in conducting the pilot work of share-holding 
systems, carrying Oul mergence between “state-owned 
and privately run” enterpnses. Meanwhile. we should 
vigorously conduct comprehensive and auxiliary 
reforms that are suitable to the shifting of enterprise 
mechanism and to the reform in the systems of property 


right. 


Governor Gao Yan pointed out: Along with increasing 
economic results, a good job should be done in carrying 
out the following “four transformations”: First, we 
should turn the strong voin's of our geographical posi- 
tion into the conven ut conditions of our action. We 
should correctly understand that our province occupies 
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an obviously supenor position in the international eco- 
nomic cooperation of northeast Asia. To make goo! use 
of this strong point, we should place our work emphasis 
On seizing up the opportunity; broaden the fields of 
opening up, and upgrade the levels of opening up. 
Second, we should carry out the transforraation of strong 
points in natural resources and turn these strong points 
into economic results. In addition to broadening the 
exploitation of natural resources, we should also bring in 
foreign capital and advanced technologies to upgrade the 
capability and level of production through the way of 
broadening the opening up. In developing or utilizing 
natural resources, we should not only bear the scope in 
our minds but also pay attention to having a high starting 
point. We should aim our development at both domestic 
and foreign markets, carry out surface and underground 
exploitations simultaneously, and concentrate our 
efforts on intensive and precise processing. Third, we 
should carry out transformation among farm and side- 
line products and in the foundation of existing industrial 
technologies. To increase the economic result in agricul- 
ture, we must scize up the two links of production and 
processing and increase the proportion of the export- 
onented agnculture in the agncultural production as a 
whole. To make full use of the existing industnal foun- 
dation, to quicken the industrial development, and to 
increase economic results, we must grasp the develop- 
ment of medium- and low-grade products of raw mate- 
nial industries and conduct the technical renovations of 
existing enterprises. Fourth, we should carry out the 
transformation of strong points in science and tech- 
nology and education. In carrying out the transformation 
of science and technology, we should first grasp devel- 
opment and second turn the scientific and technological 
results into productive forces. Through this transforma- 
tion, we should enable more scientific and technological 
results to be suitable to the productive process and turn 
these results into practical productive forces and eco- 
nomic benefits 


Lastly, Governor Gao Yan stressed that efforts showld be 
made to enhance the leadership, to change the work 
style, and to truly grasp the work and do practical deeds 
to the work. Leading personne! in various localities and 
departments should strengthen their consciousness of 
seizing up the opportunity and their sense of responsi- 
bility and missions.

Government To Discuss Copyrights With U.S.

[Text] Taipei, May 27 (CNA)}—The government will 
seek to redress discrepancies in Taiwan's copynght 
agreement with the United States, a ranking official said 
Wednesday [26 May]. 


Conceding that stipulation of the agreement is somewhat 
incomplete, Vice Economic Affairs Minister Sheu Ke- 
sheng pledged that his ministry will take steps to help 
resolve disputes causing from the accord. [sentence as 
received] 


Sheu made these remarks after domestic manufacturers 
complained that the copyright pact has adversely 
affected their business interests. 


The complaints mounted after the U.S. District Court in 
Tucson, Arizona, recently ordered the two Taiwan firms 
NTDEC and Nintendo Electronic Co. to pay U.S.$24 
million in damages to Nintendo of America, Inc. for 
selling counterfeit Nintendo video game cartridges in the 
United States. 


While the two firms have decided to appeal the verdict, 
some executives of the information industry here 
pointed out that the “Nintendo” issue reflected afteref- 
fects of the copyright agreement. 


The vice minister, however, declined to talk on the issue, 
saying “it's improper to comment on a lawsuit.”

Shanghai Air Meeting ‘One-Way Communication’

[Text] Shanghai, May 26 (CNA}—It will be a long time 
before the two sides of the Taiwan Straits establish 
formal air links which are mutually beneficial and 
acceptable, Taiwan air transportation industry delegates 
who attended a meeting in Shanghai said Wednesday [26 
May] morning. 


Most of the 30-odd Taiwan delegates, from international 
and domestic airlines in Taiwan, were disappointed with 
the two-day meeting, which by accounts was a one-way 
communication with mainland authorities doing the 
talking. 


Taipei representatives were disappointed with the main- 
land's pressing for quick direct air links between Taiwan 
and the mainland under a framework whereby Taiwan 
would be apportioned the status of a local government of 
China and the Taiwan route regarded as a domestic 
route. 


Taiwan delegates finally got an opportunity to present 
their views on the last day of the conference, suggesting 
as a Start that talks are initiated between the Taipei air 
transport dealers association and the China Civil Avia- 
tion Association and carried out on a monthly basis. 


Ke Deming, director of the Civil Aviation Administra- 
tion of China, proposed in his speech to the meeting 
yesterday that direct flights between Taiwan and the 
mainland start as early as possible under the principle of 
“one China, direct and bilateral transportation, and 
reciprocity.” 
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Ke also declared that Taiwan airlines would be able to 
operate direct flights to Mainland China for an unspec- 
ified period and enjoy business benefits before their 
mainland counterparts. 


Ke said the mainland air transportation market grew by 
a factor of 19 in a span of four short years between 1987 
and 1992. Currently, the mainland maintains 500 
domestic routes reaching 109 cities, and 58 international 
routes serving 53 cities in 38 countries, he said. 


Since November 1987 when Taiwan lifted a ban on 
private visits to the mainland, people from Taiwan have 
made more than 4.2 million visits to the mainland for 
tourism, investment and visiting relatives. The in-bound 
flood of people from Taiwan has been indeed a contrib- 
uting factor in the mainland’s air transportation boom, 
ke commented. 


He said there are currently 12,000 Taiwan-financed 
companies operate on the mainiand with total invest- 
ment capital reaching US$7.5 billion. “It is pitiful that 
such a huge amount of air transportation between the 
two sides should have to be handled through a third 
place, namely Hong Kong, costing not only money but 
also time,” Ke added. 


In Taipei, Kao Koong-lian, vice chairman of the Main- 
land Affairs Council, urged the meeting delegates not to 
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harbor any fantasies about direct flights with the main- 
land, saying such a development is impossible while 
Beijing refuses to recognize the ROC [Republic of 
China] as an independent political entity and drop its 
threat to use force against Taiwan. 


Taipei, Beijing Probe ‘Liquid Heroin’ Seizure

[Text] Taipei, May 26 (CNA)}—Two men were nabbed 
Tuesday for smuggling “liquid heroin” from mainland to 
Taiwan, the first seizure of its kind in Taiwan drug 
enforcement history. 


According to officials of the Bureau of Investigation, 
Tsai Ming-yang, 39, and Chiang Teng-yi, 30, two resi- 
dents of Sanchung in suburban Taipei, went to Kunming 
in southern China on April 26 where they bought |! 
heroin bricks weighing about four kilograms. 


The duo brought back two bricks of the heroin to Taipei 
on May 24, dissolved in water and contained in a maota! 
liquor bottle, bureau officials said. 


The two men admitted that nine other bricks remained 
in a friend’s house in Kunming. 


The police are probing the case from both Taiwan and 
with the help of mainland authorities.

Editorial on Call for Information From Talks

[Editonal: “Rare Show of Unity] 


{Text} It is a rare occasion when rival camps within the 
Legislative Council [Legco] agree on an issue. It is even 
rarer when that issue involves constitutional matters. 
Yet this is precisely what occurred last might when 
conservative and liberal legislators spoke in one voice 
urging the government to reveal the agenda and progress 
of the current Sino-British talks on Hong Kong's future 
political reforms. That legislators feel the need to pres- 
sure the governemnit into releasing as much information 
as possible on the talks 1s indicative of the level of 
distrust that many in Hong Kong feel when Britain and 
China sit down to discuss the terntory’s future. 


Recent history shows that Beijing and London have been 
too willing to negotiate Hong Kong's future without the 
terntory having a direct say. Yesterday's motion debate 
by United Democrat Mr Yeung Sum indicates the dis- 
trust 1s such that legislators believe only public scrutiny 
will keep the British side on the straight and narrow. 


To take Britain's promise of “no secret deals” at face 
value would be considered naive in the extreme, 
although both sides will no doubt be ready to leak details 
at sensitive momenis if it suits their negotiating needs. 


While it 1s perfectly reasonable for legislators to want to 
be kept fully informed of the progress of the talks, they 
should be careful not to overstep the mark by seeking full 
disclosure of either side's negotiating position while the 
talks are underway. No sensible diplomatic negotiations 
can take place if esther side 1s pressured to reveal its 
position al every turn 


However, Hong Kong people should be provided with 
regular briefings and joint communiques on the progress 
of the talks, if only as an assurance that no secret deals 
are being done. If Mr Chris Patten followed the United 
Democrats’ advice and tabled his proposals in Legco 
tomorrow, China's inevitable exit from the talks would 
make a secret deal more, not less, likely 


But fear that the Governor's constitutional plans will be 
quietly dropped 1s not the only motive. If it were, the 
Liberal Party would not be backing the United Demo- 
crats. The truth may be that both parties are trying to 
show they are nobody's lapdog. The United Democrats 
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want to show themselves independent of the governor 
while the Liberals, not to be outdone, are determined to 
show themselves ready to jump on any publicity band- 
wagon going to prove their credentials to the Hong Kong 
voter. 


Editorial Criticizes Backdown on Piracy Protest

[Text] The United Nations, as Chinese dissident Shen 
Tong discovered when he was banned from holding a 
press conference in the international organisation's New 
York headquarters, 1s not the forum for embarrassing 
China. Now it 1s the Marine Department's turn to learn 
that galling lesson. This time, however, 11 1s not the work 
of UN Secretary General Mr Boutros Boutros-Ghah, but 
an act of pre-emptive self-censorship by the Secunty 
Branch. 


Long before the Foreign Office officially intervened, the 
Branch was putting the Manne Department under 
extreme pressure to tone down its remarks about attacks 
on shipping. It was also passing notes to London arguing 
that armed attacks on shipping in the South China Sea 
by uniformed officers cannot be classed as piracy, which 
can technically be committed only by private individ- 
uals 


But piracy by any other name remains piracy. As the 
regional centre for search and rescue operations, Hong 
Kong has a remit to safeguard shipping within a range of 
800 kilometres. Its reputation as a port and the integrity 
of its shipping lanes are under threat and the lives of 
seamen are constantly a risk 


Hong Kong's protests through the local branch of the 
New China News Agency and occasional messages of 
displeasure through the Foreign Office have had no 
measurable effect. Yet now, in the one forum where its 
protest might be more widely and seriously regarded, the 
Governemnt ts biting its tongue 


Naturally, it is embarrassing to take China to task in 
such a forum, especially when relations with Beying 
continue to run hot and cold 


But quiet diplomacy has failed. If Hong Kong cannot use 
its membership of such international bodies effectively 
and courageously when it 1s still a dependent territory of 
the United Kingdom, what hopes does it have of 
defending its integrity after 1997” 
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
